HEN Jesus commissioned His disciples 
We ‘go to the |: st sheep of the house 

of Israel” it wa: the beginning of the 
period of fishing to be later followed by the 
hunting season to which Jeremiah referred 
when he prophesied: ‘‘Behold, I will send 
for many fishers, saith the Lord, and they 
shall fish them; and after will I send for 
many hunters, and they shall hunt them 
from every mountain, and from every hill, 
and +) of the holes of the rocks.” ( Jer. 
13: 16. 

The fishing period is quickly identified 
for Jesus constituted His disciples “‘fishers of 
men” and during the Gospel Age the glad 
tidings of salvation by faith were taken to 
the Isles and from there followed the Anglo- 
Saxon-Celtic peoples into every place where 
they went. Then, from their lands, the Gospel 
has been sent into every corner of the 
earth so that the heathen might have light. 

Afterward, so Jeremiah declares, would 
come the hunting period. This clearly indi- 
cates a change in the method used and the 
type of message given.

The 
Palestine controversy is no exception and so the President 
meddles in affairs that are not this nation’s present concern 
for the sake of winning a few votes in support of his party’s 
policies. 


A PRESSING NEED 


MOopERN society has become so dependent upon the 
continuous, uninterrupted function of the services rendered 
by small crews of men that just a few men can disrupt an 
entire community by refusing to perform their duties. 
This has been clearly demonstrated in recent strikes when 
a very few have succeeded in crippling an entire city to 
the distressing inconvenience of all its citizens. ‘The stop- 
page of any one of many vital activities which contribute 
to make up the sum total of all the conveniences of city 
life can become disastrous. The very life of a city, and 
most of its activities, are made possible only if the great 
central plants housing the electric, gas and water works 
continue to operate. This concentration of power is the 
very heart that pumps the life-blood of health and vigor 
into city and community activity. 

Because this is so, all of our cities, and the surrounding 
communities depending upon them for water, gas and 
electricity, are very vulnerable to sabotage which can 
quickly destroy our way of life. Organized labor, or well 
trained enemy saboteurs could very easily and swiftly in 
this way destroy the very life stream of modern civilization. 
A stoppage in the supply of coal, oil or electricity, a cessa- 
tion of transportation for any length of time, would ma- 
terially alter our national security. All these facts are well 
known to the enemies of our nation and there has never 
been a time in the history of man when it was so necessary 
to find a solution to this problem. There is a solution but 





to the present time no one has been able to find the anti- 
dote — which is a cheap and universal source of unlimited 
power which will divorce men from the need of relying 
upon central plants for energy, heat and light. 

Man’s security in his home and possessions are today 
subject to the whims of those who through the control of 
organized labor can and do hold a very definite threat over 
every citizen unless their demands, even though unreason- 
able, are met whenever they elect to strike. 

When men began to build Babel they gathered together 
to found a great city and make a name for themselves, but 
God brought about confusion of tongues and scattered 
them abroad to decentralize the power of government. 
The Israel system of administration instituted at Mount 
Sinai was predicated upon the assumption that each 
community will be self-governing and at the core of each 
local government was the importance of the family, its 
peace and security in its possessions. Regimentation and 
the centralization of power ignores these fundamental 
principles and produces hardship, injustice and tyranny. 

The trend of government, our modern discoveries and 
the harnessing of natural resources has been to centralize 
all this power. The results have been far from good for, 
while such centralization has contributed to the economy 
of operation in supplying homes with water, gas and elec- 
tricity, it also has made modern civilization too interde- 
pendent and extremely vulnerable to attack. Beneficial in 
its inception, this centralization has now become a hazard, 
enabling men to organize and, by threat of shutting off the 
needed supplies of a city, compel society to meet their 
demands. 

Decentralization of government is essential to the estab- 
lishment of justice and equity in the land. Similarly, the 
security and peace of the man and his household make it 
essential that an inexpensive source of energy, independent 
of control, be provided so that men may enjoy liberty and 
the peaceful pursuits of happiness and contentment with- 
out fear. The life depicted in the Scriptures, when every 
man shall sit under his own vine and fig tree and none 
shall make him afraid, is a life free from the threat of shut- 
downs of power and free from central control of either 
government or the sources of goods that contribute to the 
comfort of his life. 

It is a scriptural doctrine that the decentralization of 
population is the essential factor to bring about ideal com- 
munity life. This is a type of living when every man will 
possess an inheritance in the land and the full and un- 
disputed occupation of that possession. But before this can 
become an actuality means must be provided to give to men 
in their country homes and on their farms, remote from 
city life, all the advantages of community life and city 
conveniences. In this day of remarkable discoveries a 
source of independent but self-containing, inexpensive 
power must be discovered that man may have the same 
independence in his physical living that he must have in 
his political and religous life. 

What would such a discovery give to man? It would 
settle the issue of strikes against the welfare of society for, 
with every man’s home self-containing, his domestic life and 
living could not be disrupted either through strikes or dis- 
turbances of nature. It would bring to pass the independ- 
ence which the Bible declares will be the inheritance of 
every man, and the day of its coming is not now beyond the 
possibility of realization. 
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It is certain that if man is to be released from fear and 
want, one of the greatest allies will be a source of unlimited 
power to minister to his needs under conditions which will 
excel in every respect man’s fondest dreams. Isaiah states: 


“For since the beginning of the world men have not heard, 
nor perceived by the ear, neither hath the eye seen, O God, 
beside thee, what he hath prepared for him that waiteth for 
him.” (Isa. 64: 4.) 


We do not question the spiritual significance of this 
prophecy, but there is also a promise here of material bless- 
ings and progress with the release in their fullness of all the 
secrets of nature. In the age to come the forces of nature 
will contribute to the needs and comforts of man and will 
not be used for his destruction. 

The day of great inventions is not in the past for we are 
about to cross the threshold of a new order of the ages. It 
can truly be said that men have not heard or seen the won- 
ders yet to be revealed when, under the perfection of the 
administration of the righteousness of His laws, man can 
be trusted with unlimited power. 


WRECKERS 


WE have refrained from commenting on the political 


_ Situation in the United States resulting from a change in 


presidents. It was our hope that Mr. Truman, in spite of 
his background and political handicaps, and his association 
with the Pendergast machine of Kansas City, Missouri, 
would, as President, under the new responsibilities thrust 
upon him, rise above the status of the usual politician and 
demonstrate a degree of statesmanship according to the 
need of the times. Such has not been the case. Instead he 
has demonstrated all the political traits of a politician who 
fears to antagonize voters, in fact has turned aside to 
welcome the votes of Communists for political reasons. 
He has shown lack of courage to move with finality and 
vigor in times of national crisis and put the good of the 
nation above political expediency regardless of the clamor 
of the people. 

World War II ended over a year ago and today the 
United States is torn by strife and consumers goods are 
more difficult to secure twelve months after the war than 
before, all because the President accepted Chester Bowles’ 
OPA, a program of planned economy which Bowles 
maintained would produce “tomorrow without fear.” 
This stand was apparently the result of influence by the 
PAC, the CIO and the radicals and Communists in and 
out of government who are working to destroy freedom of 
enterprise in this nation. For fear of antagonizing favor- 
able voters the administration drifted along with the tide 
as strikes, unrest, turmoil and shortages continue to in- 
crease. It was a vain hope on the part of our national 
leaders that in spite of their blundering something would 
turn up to save the administration from political disaster. 

History demonstrates that our nation became great 
under the blessings of a system of free enterprise but 
President Truman, in his support and fight for the con- 
tinuation of rigid controls, indicated he was in favor of 
the regimentation and control of this great people under 
the tutelage of those who saw in such controls the de- 
struction of the American way of life. 

The recent and perhaps most damaging evidence of the 
lack of true statesmanship involved first the approval and

later the removal of Henry Wallace from the cabinet. 
With his right hand the President was supporting Byrnes’ 
policy of no appeasement with Russia while with his left 
he gave assistance to Henry Wallace’s plan of appease- 
ment. The Bible informs us that a house divided against 
itself cannot stand and if ever there was divided policy it 
is manifested today in the conflicting programs originating 
with the administration at Washington. 

From the inception of the New Deal program in 1933, 
Destiny has continually pointed out editorially that 
President Franklin Roosevelt came to office in the provi- 
dence of God for a definite purpose. The end of Gentile 
rule was at hand. The political, military, economic and 
religious systems of Babylon were about to end. World 
War II was soon to bring to an end the political and 
military might of Babylon in the overthrow of Germany. 
The complete political and military overthrow ended this 
phase of the Babylonian power and might. * 

Asia is now rising to power as the Soviet government of 
Russia undertakes to emulate Babylon, for which woe is 
pronounced upon her: 


“And thou, Asia, that art partaker of the hope of Babylon, 
and art the glory of her person: Woe be unto thee, thou wretch, 
because thou hast made thyself like unto her.” (II Esdras 15: 


46-47.) 


But what of the economic phase of Babylon? How will 
it be brought to its end? 

The strength of the world economic structure has its 
foundation in America today. The structure was con- 
siderably jarred by the Wall Street crash of 1929 A.D. 
Under a continued system of free enterprise America could 
have risen above this temporary set-back if given a free 
hand and an unhampered opportunity to work and labor 
that full prosperity might be again restored to our nation. 
But the time was at hand when prosperity was not to be 
restored in this way for the Babylonian system of economic 
activity was coming to final judgment. So the New Deal 
came into being under the leadership of a president willing 
to operate in conformity with the requirements of the 
wrecking crew as they moved against free enterprise in 
this country. The usual term of office of a president in the 
United States was not of sufficient length to accomplish 
the task required to be done. For the first time in the 
history of our nation all precedents were broken and 
Franklin D. Roosevelt was elected for a third and a fourth 
term to carry out the assigned task. 

A comparison of the actual changes wrought in our 
economy during his term of office with former times 
produces almost incredible findings; yet such changes 
have taken place. While the wrecking process was not 
fully completed with the death of President Roosevelt, he 
set in motion events through executive rulings and “‘must”’ 
legislation that only a resolute and statesmanlike leader- 
ship could possibly check. The spirit engendered among 
many that the government owes them a living has brought 
indulgences and pay without labor, all of which is ma- 
terially contributing to hasten the rapid destruction of the 
present econoinic structure. 

In order that this process could continue, it was essential 
that a weak and indecisive individual should follow 
President Roosevelt in office and undertake to continue —

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not change — his policies. Upon taking office this is 
exactly what President Truman promised to do. But he 
lacked the strength of character and the political acumen of 
President Roosevelt to carry them out for he did not have 
the personality, power or ability to continue the orderly 
wrecking instituted by his predecessor with the result that 
chaos and confusion has rapidly developed under this lack 
of strong leadership in Washington. 

The over-all picture thus presented clearly indicates a 
definite plan, even in this wrecking process. President 
Roosevelt came to office in the providence of God to start 
wrecking the system and was continued in office until that 
process was so far along that only the strongest type of 
godly leadership could have prevented ultimate economic 
disaster. President Roosevelt chose his successor in the 
person of Mr. Harry Truman, a man whom he knew was 
brought to public attention by the corrupt Pendergast 
political machine in Missouri. A politician, not a states- 
man, had come to the office of the presidency and was 
absolutely helpless to cope with the situation in any way. 
Nor was he able to hinder the rapid acceleration of the 
wrecking process made inevitable by current developments. 

The manifested lack of statesmanlike leadership at 
Washington has materially contributed to the coming 
economic debauch which will eclipse anything ever before 
experienced in our economic history. Those who are today 
hopeful that in this eleventh hour they can prevent coming 
judgment through political expediency do not understand 
the nature of that judgment or that the entire Babylonian 
economy is destined to pass away. 

While the present economic system is destined to pass, 
if we had had godly leadership at Washington, with men 
endued with divine wisdom and an understanding of the 
meaning of this transitory period, we might have had 
peace rather than confusion for we would have heeded 
the warning: 


“Come out of her, my people, that ye be not partakers of her 
sins, and that ye receive not of her plagues.” (Rev. 18: 4.) 


We have failed to heed this warning and many of those 
who are in responsible positions have turned to the doc- 
trines of Karl Marx instead of to the Israel economy with 
the result that chaos and confusion have increased with 
the disintegration of the economic structure. Thus this 
nation suffers today because of the lack of righteousness 
and men of righteousness in government. 


STRIFE, NOT PEACE 


A Major doctrine of the Soviets, reflected in the activities 
of the Communists, is the centralization of government and 
the unconditional subordination of all to the finality of its 
decisions. In contrast the laws of God decentralize author- 
ity and power, making the home supreme and establishes 
government to protect the man, his home and his posses- 
sions. Anti-God systems centralize their authority and rule, 
with the home existing primarily to support the state, not 
the state to protect the home. 

In these two diametrically opposed doctrines is reflected 
the major differences today between the Soviets on one 
hand and the Anglo-Saxon world on the other. It is im- 
possible to bridge these differences in their respective ide- 
ologies of government or to bring together into one camp 
those who are so far apart in ideals and principles. 
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Soviet tyrants see this impossibility far more clearly than 
eur Anglo-Saxon leaders do, who are continually expressing 
the hope and belief that we can work together with the 
Soviets. This is impossible and time will demonstrate it to 
be true, for one or the other must give way. It is to this end 
that the Communists are organizing and preparing both 
on the diplomatic front and the military front to increase 
their prestige and military strength. Everywhere the strug- 
gle is apparent and it will become even more sanguine in 
the near future. 

It is a war between the principles of the Kingdom of God 
and the doctrines of devils. There can be no truce and it is 
unfortunate that there are leaders in the Anglo-Saxon 
world who feel otherwise. ‘To compromise with the Soviet 
leaders is to give ground for the advancement of these evil 
forces toward their ultimate goal — world domination. 

While war between Soviet Russia and the Anglo-Saxon 
world has not become a reality yet by recourse to arms, we 
are, nevertheless, at war with these forces of evil on many 
other fronts. At the moment the conflict is being pressed 
on the diplomatic front where Soviet Russia hopes to win 
many advantages before it becomes necessary to order the 
Red Army into action. 

It would be well if the reader would study the Consti- 
tution of the United States, also the original Bill of Rights 
under the Magna Charta, then compare the freedom 
which we have won and the liberty granted to us with the 
definite program of regimentation and control adminis- 
tered by the Soviets and practiced in those countries now 
under their control behind the iron curtain. ‘The difference 
is the contrast between light and darkness, between good 
and evil, and the alert American citizen will want no part 
of such a program of enslavement. 

Let us turn for a moment to the United Nations Organi- 
zation and note the pattern of their program for world 
government. It is certain that Russia, a member of this 
organization, will not accept the type of government that 
has made both Great Britain and the United States great. 
Russia will only participate in a world government pat- 
terned after their own ideology in which all hope of a free 
world community will be destroyed. Under the influence 
of Russia the UN has already manifested its indifference 
to the wishes of home owners in its act of selecting for the 
world capital the one area where it is not wanted. The 
decision to seize the homes of unwilling citizens of the 
United States is a case in point and was voted for only by 
Russia, Australia, China and Latin America. This de- 
cision was opposed by the British, while the United States 
refrained from voting but has promised to buy and evict 
American citizens from the selected site. Here is the spec- 
tacle of totalitarian Russia voting to evict United States’ 
citizens from their homes. Paul Mallon in The Boston Herald 
has pointed this out and said in part: 


‘The decision was far more than a rather ’ rutal legal attempt 
of the UN to elbow its way into a place it was not wanted — and 
this on the part of a world assembly supposed to represent good 
will among all men, co-operation and united effort to defend 
law and order against violations of the rights of men.” 


Soviet Russia, one of the major powers, does not care one 
iota for justice for anyone, and particularly for those who 
own their own homes. It is very evident that in this deci- 
sion on the part of UN the Soviet Leaders may see an op- 
portunity to demonstrate their opposition to the individual 
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ownership of homes and possession of wealth in this subtle 
move to evict citizens from this valuable surburban land. 

Let us send the UN back to Europe where it belongs. 
For the program of the UN, as it unfolds, clearly manifests 
a spirit of tyranny and strife, not peace. 


WORKING FOR THE ENEMY 


Ir would be a relief to abstain from mentioning Com- 
munism and Communist activities but, as long as this evil 
menaces the security of our nation, we would be derelict 
in our duty were we to remain silent. 

Under the title “The Communist Octopus” the American 
Wool and Cotton Reporter, for October 24, 1946, in their 
“‘Washington News Letter” from Congressman N. M. 
Mason, states as follows: 


“From high Administration sources there have come within 
the past few weeks some startling confirmations of the repeated 
charges made by the Dies Committee that the Government of 
the United States under the New Deal has become infested with 
Communist and Communist Fellow-Travelers. As evidence we 
offer the following: 

*‘a) Attorney General Tom Clark in a speech before the 
Chicago Bar Association, June 21, 1946, said ‘One of the greatest 
dangers, in my opinion, to civil liberties of our fellow citizens, 
and one which should be taken literally by all members of our 
profession, is the method of Communism and Fascism to shackle 
democracy by indirection. . . . We know that there is a national 
and international conspiracy to divide our people, to discredit 
our institutions, and to bring about disrespect for our govern- 
ment.’ 

*b) On March 14, 1946, members of the House Military 
Affairs Committee reported that ‘Pro-Russian’ employees forced 
out of the War Department were now employed by the State 
Department where they might have access to military intel- 
ligence. The Representatives demanded that Secretary Byrnes 
get rid of these ‘Commies’, or the Committee would move to 
stop Army intelligence reports from going to the State Depart- 
ment. 

**c) In a recent speech in the House, Congressman Dondero 
of Michigan said: ‘We have undisputed evidence that these 
enemies within our gates stole from the State Department, Naval 
Intelligence, and other government agencies, in wartime, secret 
and highly confidential information. We know that these mali- 
cious agents took more than one hundred government files con- 
taining vital facts affecting our national defense. Most of these 
files were found in the offices of a pro-Communist magazine more 
than two hundred and fifty miles from Washington. 

“Every real American should enlist in the battle to destroy 
this Communist Octopus before America is destroyed by it.” 


This brings to mind some interesting facts. Is it possible 
that Attorney General Tom Clark’s stand against Com- 
munists may account for the recent vehement attacks 
made upon him? Can this be the true reason back of 
Walter Winchell’s abuse of him on his Sunday evening 
broadcast of October 27th when he called for the impeach- 
ment of the Attorney General? It will be recalled that 
Winchell attacked Mr. Dies and his committee. Was he 
actuated at that time by fear of the revelations which since 
have been made? 

It is certain that such radio commentators as Walter 
Winchell and Drew Pearson are contributing to the general 
public confusion and in so doing are rendering assistance 
to the national and international conspiracy to divide our 
people, discredit our institutions and bring about dis- 
respect for our government. 
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The Zionist Movement Unmasked 


Ep. Note. Under the above title The 
Montreal Daily Star of October 8, 1946 edi- 
torially referred to an address by Dr. I. M. 
Rabinowitch, O.B.E., which was given 
before the Canadian Club of Montreal, 
Canada. In his address Dr. Rabinowitch 
made a survey of Zionism and revealed 
this movement to be political and wholly 
apart from the Jewish religion. Because of 
the importance of the information given 
by one who is himself a Jew, and who 
knows the situation, the following is a re- 
print of the facts set forth in that address. 


these credentials only: I am a 

British subject, a citizen of Canada 
and, I believe, loyal to the religion 
into which I was born and in which I 
intend to live to the end of my days. 

The task before me is not a very 
pleasant one. ‘‘Be wise enough to be 
silent,” says the Talmud. Silence is 
“golden”’ among all peoples. There are 
occasions, however, when silence ceases 
to be golden — when persistence in it 
converts it into base metal, at its best, 
a manifestation of cowardice, at its 
worst, an unpardonable failure in 
duty to one’s own people and to citi- 
zenship in general. Therefore, what 
has prompted me to appear before 
you are the desperate needs of the 
cruelly outraged Jews of Europe and 
the utter confusion of thought and 
values which is not only prolonging 
their sufferings, but has fired a train 
of events potentially disastrous to 
Jewry and to the peace of the world 
as a whole. 

To the non-Jewish world, the silence 
of all but Political Zionists about the 
situation in Palestine must be difficult 
to understand. On a number of occa- 
sions I have been asked whether all 
Jews are Zionists and, if they are not, 
are they in the majority or a minority 
and, in any event, why do they not 
speak. 

The silence may be ascribed to three 
reasons — confusion, intimidation and 
disgust. The confusion is not difficult 
to understand. Intimidation, I refused 
to believe for some time — persecution 
of Jews by Jews seemed to be beyond 
rtason. I, now, know it to be a fact. 

In Palestine the intimidation is com- 
plete. Commencing with a physical 
assault upon a teacher in a Hebrew 
University in Palestine some time 
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ago, there is now the Hagana move- 
ment, which reminds one of Hitler’s 
Youth Movement. Every boy of 16 
years of age must join the Hagana. 
If he declines his life at school is made 
unbearable and professional training 
and openings are withheld from him. 
If parents object their children are 
encouraged to deceive them in secret 
obedience to the “‘call.”” Even children 
10 years old are enrolled in political 
parties — and this, eighteen months 
after we all believed we had destroyed 
Hitlerism for all time. Recently, a 
Rabbi of considerable repute in Eng- 
land, a Zionist himself, after a visit to 
Palestine, sent an article to the Jewish 
Outlook in England, for publication 
under his own name. Shortly after, 
finding that he may have to return to 
Palestine, he urgently requested that 
his statement be not published, as it 
would endanger his life. 

Outside of Palestine, the intimida- 
tion is not so complete; but it is, by 
no means, negligible. According to Po- 
litical Zionists one is either one of 
them or a traitor to his people, and 
no one relishes that epithet. Even 
Orthodox Rabbis are silent. They dare 
not speak against Political Zionism, 
for the sake of their livelihoods, and I 
say this from first-hand knowledge. 
They dare not give to ancient Jewish 
teaching the interpretation of Zionism 
which was scarcely disputed twenty 
years ago and has been regarded as 
indisputable for the best part of 2,000 
years. 

The chief reason, however, that Jews 
in general have said little or nothing 
about the Palestinian situation to this 
day is that, to the vast majority, the 
whole situation has become so repug- 
nant that the mere thought of any 
expression is an abomination; but, 
unless the sufferings of their co-reli- 
gionists are never to come to an end, 
the time has arrived when someone 
must speak. When in typical Hitlerian 
fashion, British officers, who are merely 
performing their duties as soldiers, 
are held in chains; when the same 
officers are later crowded into a box 
and, so crated, dumped upon a high- 
way; when a hotel is bombed, and 
many are killed; when this is followed 
by more bombing; when the thanks 
for commutation of sentence to death 


is still more bombing; when a secret 
radio broadcasts, “‘Listen to the Voice 
of Israel’? and, thus, presumes to speak 
for the Jews of the world as a whole; 
when a man who bears the proud title 
of Rabbi, teacher of God’s ethical 
law, resorts to vileness and scurrility 
in his criticism of the British Govern- 
ment; when another, who bears the 
same proud title, visualizes the Jews 
of the world as a camp armed against 
the British Empire; when a third vio- 
lates every principle of decency by 
coming to Canada from the United 
States, as a citizen of the United 
States, to tell Canadian Jews what to 
say to the British Government; when 
a Rabbi in Canada, “bites the hand 
that feeds him’’; when he, also a citi- 
zen of the United States, but resident 
in and enjoying all of the privileges 
of Canada, also has the effrontery 
to tell the British Government what 
she must do, some word is due from 
some other Jew, and it has fallen to 
my lot to be that person. I may say 
here that if, at any time, I do not sup- 
port my statements as it may be 
thought I should, it will not be be- 
cause of paucity of facts, but limitation 
of time. This is no occasion — if there 
is ever any occasion — for evasion, 
rhetoric or equivocation. 

There is no Jew, worthy of the name, 
who has not gone through, and is not 
going through, an indescribably trying 
experience, because of the sufferings 
of his people. No person, worthy of 
the name Christian, can fail to realize 
that the plight of this terribly stricken 
small minority of Europe is a disgrace 
to himself and to civilization in gen- 
eral — a civilization which even points 
with pride to its societies for the pre- 
vention of cruelty to animals. What 
makes the pain and the shame still 
greater is the smallness of the number 
of the persons who are in need of rescue 
— equivalent to about one-third of 
the population of Montreal. 

But the confusion is on both sides. 
Many Jews find it difficult to reconcile 
the characteristic integrity of the Eng- 
lish in every other respect with the 
failure of the British Government to 
fulfill its promise in the Balfour Decla- 
ration. Blinded by the sufferings of 
their people and by the powerful 
propaganda of a Jewish Press com- 
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pletely controlled by Political Zion- 
ists, what they do not seem to appre- 
ciate are the conflicting interests in the 
region in and about Palestine; the 
enormous strategical importance of 
that region to the very existence of the 
British Empire; the awakening of a 
national consciousness amongst groups 
in that area, in whom it had been 
dormant for centuries; the not too 
friendly and, in certain instances, defi- 
nitely hostile attitude of these groups 
towards the British Empire, and their 
vast numbers. 

On the other hand, for the world 
at large, it seems very difficult to rec- 
oncile the pleas to open its doors to 
the small handful of ravished human 
beings with the recent failure of those 
whom these people regarded as official 
spokesmen for Jewry to accept the 
generous offer by the Australian Gov- 
ernment. What they do not seem to ap- 
preciate is that those whom they be- 
lieved to be speaking for Jewry as a 
whole, in fact represented a small 
minority. It was not Jewry who com- 
mitted this ungrateful act, but Aus- 
tralian Political Zionist leaders, guided 
by the Jewish Agency, a body prac- 
tically completely dominated by Po- 
litical Zionists and, thus, no more of 
that representative character which 
its reorganization in 1929 was meant 
to give to it. 

One of the most urgent needs is 
complete reorganization of this body, 


and it is within the province of His, 


Majesty’s Government to demand it. 
The Jewish Agency exists only by vir- 
tue of Article 4 of the Mandate for 
Palestine, and “‘subject always to the 
control of the Administration.” Its 
purpose, as the Mandate states ex- 
plicitly, is to advise and codperate 
with the Administration in Palestine 
on matters pertaining to Jewry, and it 
may thus function only so long as its 
organization and constitution are, in 
the opinion of His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment, fit to so function. Since, it is now 
almost completely dominated by Po- 
litical Zionists and, thus, is no more 
representative of Jewry as a whole, 
and since it has also ceased to co- 
operate, it is no more fit to so func- 
tion. Therefore, the sooner it is either 
thoroughly reorganized or completely 
ignored by the British Government in 
its deliberations, the sooner will the 
difhtult problem of Palestine be solved. 

The first necessary step to the solu- 
tion of any problem is to be clear 
about the problem itself. The first 
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essential, therefore, is to clearly differ- 
entiate between the needs of the home- 
less Jews of Europe and the appeals 
for a Jewish State. One is a humani- 
tarian problem; the other is a purely 
political one. About the humanitarian 
needs, all Jews are in complete agree- 
ment; to the political demands, the 
vast majority of Jews, as we shall see, 
are abolutely opposed. In order to ap- 
preciate this it is necessary to be clear 
about the relationship between Zion- 
ism and Judaism. 

All Jews are Zionists; but there are 
two types of Zionism — religious and 
political. The religious Zionists repre- 
sent the vast majority. They are abso- 
lutely opposed to a Jewish State, in the 
presently understood sense, and the 
basis of their opposition is their re- 
ligion. 

Deeply ingrained in the conscious- 
ness of the Jew is the Messianic concep- 
tion of Palestine. As it dominated the 
minds of the prophets and is met with 
in the Psalms, so does it dominate 
the mind of the observant Jew today. 
Many changes, however, have oc- 
curred in Israel’s life, through the 
centuries, which, as the Talmud, post- 
Talmudic and later Rabbinical writ- 
ings clearly show, have very fundamen- 
tally altered the status of Palestine 
in the religion of the Jew. Only by 
violating every principle of intellectual 
honesty — by distortion and by incom- 
plete quotation of Sacred Hebrew 
literature — is it possible to alter the 
teachings about Palestine, which, for 
2,000 years, have governed the life 
of the observant Jew. 

Inherent and inseparable from the 
Zionism which is part of the religion 
of the Jew is that it is not to be con- 
strued, in any way, as a simple his- 
torical or human event, but a part 
of the Divine scheme of governance, 
subject to strict adherence of the Jew 
to his Torah. Throughout the centu- 
ries, since the destruction of the Tem- 
ple of Jerusalem, Rabbis have repeat- 
edly and repeatedly drawn attention 
to the fact that the Jews are a religious 
community only; that Zionism is a 
symbol only of Israel’s future and of 
that of mankind’s in general; that if 
ever there was a reawakening in all 
its adherents of an endeavor to again 
become a political nation, it would be 
committing suicide; that the Jew must 
never forget the oath taken at the time 
of the Exile, that he will not only 
never attempt to re-enter Palestine 
by force, but that it will never even 


resemble force. I have just quoted, 
verbatim, from the Talmud (Ket. 
110b; 1114). 

Political Zionism, on the other hand, 
as may be seen from its early history to 
this day, is non-religious in character. 
As Political Zionists have repeatedly 
affirmed, a person, born a Jew, may 
be an atheist and still be a loyal Zion- 
ist. Moses Hess, author of the historic 
and economic basis of Political Zion- 
ism was an anarchist, who both in 
writing and on the platform, propa- 
gated the theories of the Proudhon 
school of anarchy. Theodor Herzl was 
a renegade Jew, who rather suddenly 
became conscious of his Jewishness 
when, during his assignment by his 
newspaper to witness and report upon 
the infamous Dreyfus trial, he discov- 
ered that, in spite of his so-called 
“enlightenment,” he was no more im- 
mune than the most observant Jew 
to the anti-Semitism of his day, and, 
in Tel Aviv, Palestine, the only almost 
completely Jewish city in the world, 
one may see violated, flagrantly and 
daily, by Political Zionists, most fun- 
damental Jewish laws, in complete 
disregard of the feelings of their ortho- 
dox Jewish neighbors. 

It is not an accident that the major- 
ity of the leaders of Political Zionism 
are Russians or descendants of Rus- 
sians, for this movement, except for 
sporadic attempts in the early centu- 
ries, had its origin in Russia amongst 
the so-called “‘enlightened” Jews and 
is a culmination of that which the 
Haskalah — the so-called Russian- 
Jewish renaissance — started. Leo 
Pinsker was a Russian, and Perez Smo- 
lenskin, who gave to Political Zion- 
ism its philosophy in a nutshell, was 
a Russian. There are observant Jews 
amongst the Political Zionists — the 
Mizrahi — but they are a small group. 

The aim of Political Zionism is a 
Jewish State. Religious Zionism 1s, 
thus, motivated by piety, whereas 
Political Zionism is propelled by a 
material nationalism, though of differ- 
ent degrees. 

Political Zionists may be divided 
into three groups; namely, a) moder- 
ates, 6) extremists and, among the 
extremists, c) the terrorists. 

The moderates are those who, 
though their ultimate aim is a Jewish 
State, have as their dominant objec- 
tive at present the rescue and the re- 
habilitation of the displaced Jews of 
Europe. For this they are to be highly 
recommended. 
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The extremists — and they repre- 
sent the majority — differ from the 
moderates in that their only objective 
is a Jewish State. To that end they 
have subordinated everything. They 
have distorted facts and suppressed 
truth and, as they have in the past, 
they are now using the suffering rem- 
nant of their people as a tool for 
their own political ends. 

When about eighty years ago, tor- 
mented Jews were striving for emanci- 
pation and equality of citizenship, it 
was Moses Hess who laid down the 
guiding principle of the movement 
that, if the advantages of citizenship 
conflicted with the aims of political 
nationalism, it was the citizenship 
which had to be sacrificed. 

When, later, to escape the horrors 
of barbarism — the pillage and massa- 
cre in Russia — the Israelite Alliance, 
organized in France and headed by 
the Chief Rabbi of Belgium, came to 
the rescue and assisted these stricken 
Jews to emigrate to the United States, 
it was Smolenskin, the militant Zionist 
leader of that day, and not anti- 
Semites, who published violent attacks 
on this society and endeavoured to 
thwart its plans as much as possible. 

When, later, the horrors of pogrom 
reached their heights, in Romania 
and again in Russia; when the world 
recoiled from these barbarities, and 
the British Government offered, as 
haven, a considerable area in Uganda, 
the leader of Political Zionism of that 
day, Theodor Herzl, replied, “‘East 
Africa is not Zion,” and so was the 
story with the offers of Argentina, 
Dutch West Indies, French Guiana, 
and elsewhere. 

When shortly after the Russian 
Revolution, the extremists amongst 
Political Zionists, then, as now, at- 
tempted to exploit the suffering of the 
millions of persecuted Jews of that 
country in their attempt to acquire a 
Jewish State, there was one honest 
man amongst them — their leader, 
Dr. Chaim Weitzmann, and this is 
what he said, ““We have never built 
the Zionist movement on the sufferings 
of our people in Russia or elsewhere. 
These sufferings were never the cause 
of Zionism. The fundamental cause of 
Zionism was, and is . . . a national 
centre.”” So it has been to this day. 
No greater betrayal of the tortured 
Jews of Europe is it possible to imag- 
ine than the refusal by the Political 
Zionists of Australia to accept the 
generous offer of the Australian Gov- 
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ernment to open its doors. No greater 
cruelty is it possible to imagine than the 
arrested Hell Ships in Haifa harbor. 
Knowing perfectly well that these pitia- 
ble people could not land in Palestine, 
they were nevertheless packed into 
indescribably filthy, floating boxes, as 
propaganda pawns of Zionist Power 
Politics, and only recently (Sept. 10, 
1946) the Vaad Leumi announced 
that it would allot $400,000 to still 
further promote such mass illegal 
migration. 

One of the distressing situations 
created by this movement, has been 
the increasing difficulty of subscribing 
to “United Jewish Appeals” because 
of the knowledge that a not inconsid- 
erable portion of such contributions for 
relief and rescue is syphoned off to 
implement in various ways the pro- 
gramme and propaganda of Political 
Zionism. The only alternative has 
been, in some way, to make contribu- 
tions to refugees directly. 

Of the third group of Political 
Zionists — the terrorists — perhaps 
the less said the better, but something 
must be said, because of the far-reach- 
ing effects of their activities and the 
fact that these are more than a prod- 
uct of excess zeal of young and un- 
thinking men and women. Zionists 
and non-Zionists alike may condemn 
them, but they must do more than 
condemn; they must, with all within 
their power, try to prevent recur- 
rence, and this is not possible without 
pointing to, and condemning the fo- 
menters as well as the chief actors, for 
not only has this terrorism prolonged 
the sufferings of their people in Eu- 
rope, but has fired a new train of 
events, potentially disastrous to Jewry 
as a whole. I am referring to the very 
noticeable increase of anti-Semitism 
throughout the world and, still more 
disturbing, its appearance, even in 
Canada, in quarters which hitherto 
have not only been immune to it, but 
definitely friendly. 

Throughout Jewish history, the ad- 
monition against what is known, in 
Hebrew, as “Hillulha-Shem” (Dese- 
cration of the Name) has been, for the 
commonest Jew, a most powerful mo- 
tive to deter him from misconduct that 
might bring into contempt the honor 
of his people, his religion and his God. 
Yet, here we have, not merely young 
and unthinking men and women, but 
people, whom, unfortunately, the non- 
Jewish world regard as leaders of Is- 
rael and representative of Jewish citi- 


zens of their respective countries, 
doing exactly that which, according to 
Jewish law, is “a graver sin than any 
other.” In Jewish law the duty of 
citizenship is clear and uncompromis- 
ing. “Pray for the welfare of the Gov- 
ernment. . . . The King takes prece- 
dence over the Priest. . . . If one acts 
arrogantly towards his King, it is as 
if he dishonors the Divine Presence. 
. . . The officers of the King are the 
same as the King himself.” These are 
excerpts from the Talmud and all is 
epitomized in that one great edict, 
which is the basis of all Jewish Juris- 
prudence on citizenship — “The Law 
of the Land is the Law.” 

What induces any one to terrorism 
is beyond man’s ken. It is found 
amongst all peoples, but what is to 
be condemned in no uncertain terms 
is the behavior which is capable of pre- 
Cipitating this phenomenon. In no 
uncertain terms, therefore, must be 
condemned David Ben-Gurion, Chair- 
man of the Jewish Agency in Palestine, 
who declared openly at a press confer- 
ence, that further enforcement of the 
immigration laws in Palestine would 
be resisted with brutal force if neces- 
sary. 

Equally to be condemned is Mr. 
Bakstansky, another official of the 
Political Zionist Organization who, 
also, openly delivered this eulogy in 
his reference to the terrorist, ““We are 
dealing not with terrorists but with a 
great resistance movement. Let us take 
off our hats to them. . . . We Zion- 
ists feel proud. . . . We salute them.” 
On Aug. 14, 1946 the Irgun Zvai 
Leumi (one of the terrorist organiza- 
tions) broadcast: “‘We must exert 
our strength against two enemies... . 
the British and time’; but to what 
extent are these young men and 
women actually to blame when only a 
short time before Solomon Freehof, 
Rabbi and recently President of the 
Central Conference of American Rab- 
bis, wrote this: ““The Jews of the world 
have been an annoyance to the British 
Foreign Office. They do not yield to 
the interest of the British Empire. . . . 
They will fight without surrender. 
. . . They are undefeated, and un- 
defeatable.” I shall, here, say nothing 
of the pronouncement of Rabbi Ste- 
phen Wise whose duty it is, as a Rabbi, 
to teach Jewish ethical law, except 
this: 

One of the saddest facts in this 
whole tragic situation is the meagre 
knowledge which the non-Jewish world 
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has of the intimate life of the observant 
Jew. The Rabbi of the Talmud is “‘he 
who is meek and humble; walks about 
in a low demeanour; studies the 
Torah constantly and takes no credit 
to himself’ (Sanh. 88b). He is the 
Rabbi I know and he represents the 
vast majority — head covered with the 
prayer shawl, bowed in that humility 
of which only the truly great are 
capable and in silence, with Bible 
or Talmud before him, searching ev- 
ery sentence, every word, every letter 
of every word, to extract therefrom 
that which will give meaning to the 
life of those under his care. Contrast 
him with the Rabbi so conspicuous 
at present and whom the non-Jewish 
world most unfortunately believe to 
be the leader in Israel — pulpiteer, 
with an insatiable thirst for promi- 
nence and adulation, head haughtily 
erect, mouth agape, bellowing into a 
microphone. 

Perhaps the grief, horror and shame 
would not be as great as it is, since 
these men are not British subjects. I 
suppose if the Christians of the United 
States have their Hearsts and Thomp- 
sons, allowance should be made for 
the Stephen Wises and Solomon Free- 
hofs among the Jews of that country 
and, for the same reason, it might 
have been with less shame when I 
read recently of the defilement of the 
British flag by Political Zionists at 
the Embassy in Washington, but what 
respect for British forces in Palestine 
and of the law and order is to be ex- 
pected in Palestine when a Canadian 
Jewish paper featured an article in 
English in which the British Govern- 
ment officials were described as “pro- 
curators” and “‘myrmidons” and, in a 
later issue, saw it fit to present to its 
readers, of its own making, and also 
in English, most malicious and insult- 
ing innuendo. I am referring to the 
item in the Canadian Jewish Chronicle 
of August 16th in its reference to the 
British Government in the affairs of 
India and Ireland. It is difficult to 
imagine greater harm to the status 
of the Jew in Canada than that done 
by this act. What logic, other than 
that of a completely irresponsible 
mind, could possibly conceive and 
then permit this wicked anti-British 
item in Canada, is completely beyond 
my comprehension. 

It was with a humiliation beyond 
my ability to express that I referred to 
these incidences. I would have much 
preferred to have suffered them in 
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silence and would have been equally 
guilty of the gravest of all sins in Jew- 
ish law — “Desecration of the Name”’ 
— were it not for the fact that all, 
without exception, are not only in 
print, but had been brought to my 
attention by my non-Jewish friends 
and have, thus, forced me to deal 
with them. 

But if we include all of the followers 
of this nationalistic movement, what 
the non-Jewish world does not know 
is the small extent to which Political 
Zionism represents Jewry. 

In the last (1946) edition of the 
American Jewish Year Book, it may 
be seen that the Zionist Organization 
of America had a total membership 
of 111,421. The Hadassah group — 
the women’s organization—had a 
membership of 125,000. Youth move- 
ments and various other bodies ac- 
counted for another 54,000, making 
a total of about 300,000 only among 
an estimated Jewish population of 
about five million; that is, about 6 per 
cent only of a total Jewish population 
which accounts for about 50 per cent 
of all the remaining Jews in the world. 

Even allowing for the generous 
figure given in the Anglo-Palestine 
Yearbook (1946), the maximum would 
still be less than 14 per cent of all the 
Jews in the world. And not even all 
of these are, by any means, ardent 
Political Zionists and, as in their case, 
if there has been an increase within 
recent months, it has not been in 
wholehearted support of Political Zion- 
ism, but a hurried product of a dis- 
couraged and confused people —a 
stampede into this movement by an 
apparent hopelessness about the plight 
of their co-religionists — ‘‘any port in 
a storm.” 

The small extent to which Political 
Zionism is representative of Jewry 
cannot be overemphasized. Only re- 
cently in a Montreal daily paper ref- 
erence is made, in editorial comment, 
to the failure of the United States 
Government to codperate with the 
British Government in solving the 
Palestinian problem. The failure was 
attributed to the powerful Jewish vote 
in the United States, this being elec- 
tion year. The assumption here ap- 
pears to have been that the vast ma- 
jority of Jews are Zionists and they 
may thus exert a powerful influence 
in the elections. What must, therefore, 
be stressed here — and it cannot be 
stressed too greatly—is that the 
Zionist vote is small. In fact, anyone 


who claims the ability to deliver the 
Jewish vote is a charlatan, for the 
Jewish vote is as mythical as the con- 
cept of purity of race. As there are 
white-skinned Jews in Canada, black- 
skinned Jews in Abyssinia and yellow- 
skinned Jews in China, so different are 
the differences of political views among 
Jews. The Jewish vote is as great a 
myth as that stand-by of anti-Semites, 
the “Elders of Zion.”’ 

Having dealt with the shameful 
aspects of the situation, and I wish | 
could dispose of it for all time, we have 
still to solve the problem of a haven for 
the displaced Jews of Europe and, as 
I see it, the solution is not an insur- 
mountable one and is consistent with 
the peace of the world as a whole. 

A Jewish State, I dismiss at once, 
both on religious and political grounds. 
I have dealt with the religious aspects. 
Israel’s right to existence does not lie 
in a Charter of King Saul, David or 
Solomon, but in the Charter delivered 
at the foot of Mount Sinai. His banner 
is Sinaism and not Zionism — not a 
Jewish State, but the message in Deut. 
6:4 and Zech. 14:9. The vast ma- 
jority of Jews thus regard themselves 
as a religious community only, the 
members of which are united by their 
religion, a common tradition and his- 
tory only and thus have a contribution 
to make to citizenship. 

They look upon the Holy Land asa 
religious and cultural centre; they are 
conscious of the special place of Pales- 
tine in these respects and, thus, will 
support, and do, in fact, support, all 
developments in its cultural and re- 
ligious life, but they completely sepa- 
rate themselves from those who pro- 
claim themselves as Jews by national- 
ity or race. They hold that the Jews 
are citizens of the various countries in 
which they live, forming an integral 
part and, nationally, owing allegiance 
to those countries and to those coun- 
tries only. 

May I digress here for a moment 
and address my remarks to the repre- 
sentatives of the Press. I know you 
have erred unintentionally, but it 
would be more considerate, and also 
more in keeping with correct reporting 
if, in the future, you would not refer 
to the “Hatikva,’”’ sung recently in a 
Court of Law in Palestine by the eight- 
een men condemned for their terror- 
ism, which is sung at Political Zionist 
mass meetings and at riots, as the 
“Jewish Anthem.” It is the Anthem 
of Political Zionism and of Political 
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Zionism only. The National Anthem 
of the Jew is the National Anthem of 
the country in which he was born and 
in which he lives. His religious an- 
them is, also, not the “Hatikva,”’ but 
Deut. 6:4—‘“‘Hear, O Israel, the 
Lord thy God, the Lord is One.” 
Politically, there can be no Jewish 
State and the sooner this is realized 
by all concerned the sooner will the 
problem be solved and, thus, sooner 
will come to an end the terrible wan- 
derings of the European Jew. Field- 
Marshal Sir Philip Chetwode de- 
scribed Palestine as “the jugular vein 
of the British Empire,” and who can 
doubt it. The Suez Canal is the ship- 
ping artery, Lydda is the terminal 
of the air route to India, the oil pipe- 
line, which feeds the British Navy east 
of Alexandria, terminates at Haifa, 
through Haifa runs the railway linking 
El Kantara, in Egypt, with Beirut, 
in Syria; and, should a hostile power 
ever occupy the Dardanelles, Palestine 


will be the most important flanking 
position in the Eastern Mediterranean. 
Britain, and Britain alone, must hold 
Palestine. 

Aside from any other consideration, 
as a British subject, I hold this equally 
important as a Jew, for, of this I am 
absolutely convinced; notwithstand- 
ing the reported proclamation of 
Rabbi Jesse Schwartz, executive direc- 
tor of the Zionist Organization of Can- 
ada, that Britain is a third class power, 
should the time ever arrive when the 
Jew should be left with one haven of 
refuge only, notwithstanding all de- 
mocracies, that haven will be under 
the British Flag and under the British 
Flag only. I have come to know the 
English well, having lived with them 
intimately under a most trying time in 
history. A test of character is not be- 
haviour at a formal luncheon, but un- 
der the trying conditions of war and, 
under these conditions, I have learned 
much about them. They may have 


their shortcomings — and who is free 
of them? — but deeply ingrained in 
them is decency. 

At its best, Palestine, situated as it is 
geographically, is a very precarious 
haven. Rather than a sanctuary, it 
could readily become a death trap. I 
referred to the national awakening, 
there is the vast support of the Mo- 
hammedan world elsewhere. This can- 
not be dismissed lightly; nor consider- 
ing their experience in international 
skill and intrigue, can one, with equa- 
nimity disregard the recent appeal of 
an anti-British Arab group to the 
Soviet Government. Only recently 
(July 31st) Mohammed Ali Jinnah, 
President of the all-India Moslem 
League, warned that, if Jewish immi- 
gration into Palestine is persisted in 
“fone day their fate will be worse than 
it was under Hitler.’”? The extent to 
which this need be regarded is very 
doubtful, but I am convinced: A 
Jewish State in Palestine means war. 








Destroying Production 


Is ORGANIZED labor a group apart from the rest of the citi- 
zens of the United States? Are they a privileged class whom 
strikes and the threat of strikes will not affect even though 
they may disrupt our entire economy? One would think so_. 
from the utterances of certain labor leaders and the actions 
of organized labor in disregarding the rights of others. 

After all, the smooth function of our entire economy 
means that all — not just some — shall contribute their 
part for the good of all and the general welfare of this 
nation. Today this means increased production in order to 
lower prices and save the nation from economic disaster. 
No man or group of men can live unto themselves, although 
there are those who seem to think so. 

If labor continues its present policy of anticipating higher 
living costs and demanding increased wages accordingly, 
it may be of little avail in the long run if production con- 
tinues to drop. Money in itself is worthless unless it can be 
used to purchase the needs of life. The vicious spiral has 
been in evidence for some time now as increased wages re- 
flect increased costs in living only to stimulate demands for 
further wage increases. The remedy does not lie in in- 
creased wages but in increased production. 

What will have been accomplished if organized labor 
succeeds in killing the goose which has laid the golden 
eggs? From whom will they collect increased wages when 
production ceases? What is needed is that both manage- 
ment and labor recognize the principles of justice and 
equity as set forth in the Law of the Lord. They must not 
be unmindful of the great multitudes who are the real vic- 
tims of their inordinate demands and uncontrolled greed. 

If our economy is wrecked, the purchasing power of 
millions will be destroyed and organized labor will never 
survive such a catastrophe. It would mean the complete 
end of the organizations which have been beneficial in 
many respects but which will, through the misuse of au- 
thority and power, contribute to their own destruction.

intoxicating liquors has been the 

subject of controversy for genera- 
tions. Many have contended the Bible 
sanctions the sale and use of alcoholic 
beverages and they cite passages which 
they assume support their contentions. 
It is a subject that should be restudied 
carefully in the light of all the available 
facts given in the Bible.

Jesus informs us that by their fruits 
we shall know them, and the fruits of 
the liquor traffic, saloon and tavern 
are far removed from righteousness. 
Its products are the broken bodies and 
minds of millions of victims, many of 
whom have gone to early graves. The 
Bible declares: 

“Do you not know that the unjust [un- 
righteous] will not inherit the Kingdom of 
God? Deceive not yourselves; neither prof- 
ligates, nor idolaters, nor adulterers, nor 
depraved, nor sodomites, nor thieves, nor 
debauchers, nor drunkards, nor black- 
guards, nor plunderers, shall ever inherit 
the Kingdom of God.” (I Cor. 6: 9-10, 
F. F. Trans.) 


This statement that no drunkard 
will inherit the Kingdom of God, and 
the remarks of Paul that the works of 
the flesh include drunkenness and revel- 
lings, are sufficient reason to ques- 
tion the accepted views of the school 
of thought that would use the Bible to 
justify their desire for intoxicating 
liquors. These quotations alone should 
send the honest Bible student to ex- 
amine anew the entire question of this 
traffic that the light of Scripture may 
guide the attitude one should take 
toward this evil in our midst. 

A recent novel entitled When?, pur- 
porting to portray life in the Kingdom, 
when Jesus Christ will take the Throne 
of His father, David, glorifies the use of 
intoxicating beverages, declaring their 
use will be common in the coming new 
order of the ages. The perversion of the 
Bible by this author to give Scriptural 
legality to an abominable traffic must 
bring joy to the Devil who has found 
the saloon and drinking places to be

one of his best recruiting stations, The 
section of this book devoted to glorify- 
ing drinking is a subtle, sarcastic at- 
tack upon those who advocate the 
abolition of the liquor traffic, responsi- 
ble today for untold misery and suffer- 
ing throughout our land. More homes 
have been blighted, more lives wrecked 
and more crime and immorality has 
followed the liquor traffic than can be 
said of any other evil enterprise in our 
midst. 

Insult is added to injury by the 
author of the above book when he 
undertakes to declare the evils of the 
liquor traffic are the direct result of 
the opposition of the “drys” to the 
liquor business. He endeavors to make 
the reader believe that the making, 
selling and merchandizing of liquor, 
wine and beer was honorable and 
without evil influence until the “drys” 
became active. The facts of history 
prove how untrue such an assertion 
really is. Actually, opposition to the 
traffic developed as a result of the evils 
which followed the distribution and 
sale of intoxicating beverages. 

But how are we to reconcile the often 
quoted Scriptural passages with the 
actual facts? The wisest man who 
lived prior to Jesus Christ said: 

“Wine is a mocker, strong drink mad- 
dens, And all it deludes are not wise.” 
(Prov. 20:1, F. F. Trans.) 

Yet we are told that Jesus Christ 
turned water into wine at a marriage 
feast in Cana of Galilee. When those 
who were at the feast tasted the wine, 
it was so different from any they had 
tasted before that the governor of the 
feast called the bridegroom and com- 
mented upon its excellent quality. This 
fact is extensively used as an argument 
to justify the traffic in intoxicating 
liquors. What was the type of wine our 
Lord made? Before dealing with this, 
and the miracle He performed, let us 
review a few facts of Scripture regard- 
ing intoxicating wine. Then let us note 
the origin of intoxicating liquor, for the 
Bible records the first time man be- 
came acquainted with it. 

The author of When? states that 
prohibitionists are responsible for far 
worse crimes in their opposition to the 


liquor traffic than the original evil 
they try to eradicate (he admits the 
traffic is evil!) and undertakes to quote 
Scripture to condemn their opposition: 

**The Bible tells us, “To the law and to 
the testimony: if they speak not according 
to this word, it is because there is no light 
in them;’ and Messiah is the light. We are 
also told, ‘And lean not unto thine own 
understanding.’ The prohibitionists paid 
no attention to the Word, but lean on their 
own understanding; hence they become 
responsible for the bootlegging murders 
and other spiritual crimes, and for the 
great contempt for law and order which 
resulted.” 

Let us follow this author’s advice 
and turn to the law and the testimony. 
Under the law a drunkard was put to 
death (Deut. 21: 18-23). The prophet 
Habakkuk mentions the condemnation 
of those who give drink to others. This 
definitely defines the responsibility 
resting upon the shoulders of those 
who countenance the evil and support 
those who license the free flow of drink 
to others. The prophet declares: 

“Woe unto him that giveth his neighbour 
drink, that puttest thy bottle to him, and 
maketh him drunken.” (Hab. 2: 15.) 

The would-be prophets in Israel who 
are advocating the continuation of a 
traffic thus condemned are themselves 
under condemnation for teaching false 
doctrines: 

“They are out of the way through 
strong drink; they err in vision, they 
stumble in judgment.” (Isa. 28: 7.) 

How badly they have erred in vision 
and are stumbling in judgment is clear 
from a study of the history of the origin 
of intoxicating liquor given in the 
Scriptures. When God created man, 
He placed him in the Garden, or Para- 
dise of God. Provision was made for 
all his needs, for his food and drink, 
giving him all fruits and their juices, 
including the fruit of the vine. In the 
Garden, and following the expulsion 
of Adam and Eve from the Paradise of 
God, the juice of the grapes evidently 
aged without fermentation. It was not 
until after the Deluge that Noah be- 
came acquainted with the new condi- 
tions when fermentation took place 
resulting in intoxication. 
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In the new order following the 
Deluge it is recorded: 


“And Noah began to be an husband- 
man, and he planted a vineyard: And he 
drank of the wine, and was drunken.” 
(Gen. 9: 20-21.) 


This account clearly indicates that 
Noah was completely familiar with 
the making of wine and he proceeded 
to cultivate the grapes and make wine 
as in former times. Previously he had 
aged that wine to secure the proper 
flavor but now a new chemical action, 
unknown to him, took place as the re- 
sult of fermentation and Noah became 
drunk. Noah was entirely ignorant of 
this effect until he first experienced it 
and we have no record that he ever 
again made this mistake. The changed 
conditions when God announced “‘seed 
time and harvest, and cold and heat, 
and summer and winter” of a new or- 
der also brought about rapid change, 
not only materially reducing the life 
span of man but also producing rapid 
fermentation. 

As shown in The Book of Begin- 
nings,* tropical conditions prevailed 
world-wide prior to the Deluge but all 
this came to an end as a result of the 
flood which brought about radical 
climatic changes. The following is 
quoted from this book: 


“The Deluge ended, Noah and his sons 
came forth to a new order of the ages. The 
world-wide tropical condition had passed. 
It is evident, and probable, that the great 
upheavals and fall of the waters above, also 
produced a change in the earth’s axis. The 
Bible gives the account of the beginning of 
seasons following the Deluge. 

“In this new order, seed time and 
harvest, heat and cold, summer and win- 
ter, are further added as a curse to man’s 
labors. This necessitated fighting the ele- 
ments in his desire to exist upon the earth. 

“A rainbow was seen for the first time. 
The changed atmospheric conditions made 
rain possible. This had not been so in the 
previous age. In the first sunshower wit- 
nessed by man, Noah and his sons gazed 
upon a rainbow. God made this the token 
of His Covenant that He would not again 
destroy all flesh by the waters of a flood. 


the Deluge, the lives of each generation 
became much shorter than those of their 
fathers. The very conditions which brought 
about fermentation, also hastened decay 
in the human body. Noah found by experi- 
ence that wine fermented quickly, and was 
intoxicating in this new age. Life con- 
tinued to shorten until finally three score 
and ten years became the allotted span of 
life for the human race.” 


What was the taste of aged wine in 
the Antediluvian days? We have no 
way of knowing, but that it was not 
intoxicating is very clear from the rec- 
ord of Noah’s experience with wine 
making after the Deluge. The aged 
juice of the grapes that produced the 
unfermented wine of the Antediluvian 
world was the wine of Paradise. 

This fact of unfermented but aged 
wine furnishes a clue as to the type of 
wine our Lord made when He turned 
the water into wine for the marriage 
feast at Cana. It was the wine of Para- 
dise and so far above the fermented 


wines of the time in flavor that those 
who partook of it were moved to make 
special comment upon its splendid 
quality. 

This brings to mind Solomon’s 
declaration that present day wine is a 
mockery. One of the dictionary mean- 
ings of mockery is “counterfeit appear- 
ance” and this indeed describes the 
present day Devil’s brew of intoxicat- 
ing liquor. It is only a counterfeit of 
the refreshing nector of Paradise which 
evidently gave stimulation without 
intoxication. It was probably not only 
pleasing to the taste but exhilarated 
those who drank it with the vigor of a 
health-giving tonic. It was the unani- 
mous consensus of opinion of those 
who tasted it at the marriage feast that 
there was no wine like it. But of the 
present day poor imitation Solomon 
could say: 


“‘Who hath woe? who hath sorrow? who 
hath contentions? who hath babblings? 





The very appearance of the rainbow was A = 


in itself evidence that all the waters above 
the firmament had fallen. None remained 
there to again threaten mankind with 
destruction by water. 

“Man’s life was shortened in the new 
order. The race of men prior to the Deluge 
had lived to be hundreds of years old. After 
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who hath wounds without cause? who hath 
redness of eyes? They that tarry long at the 
wine; they that go to seek mixed wine.” 
(Prov. 23: 29-30.) 

And so Solomon declared: 


“Look not thou upon the wine when it is 
red, when it giveth his colour in the cup, 
when it moveth itself aright. At the last it 
biteth like a serpent, and stingeth like an 
adder.” (Prov. 23: 31-32.) 

The results which follow this indul- 
gence are set forth as follows: 


“You will see odd things, you will be 
saying queer things; you will be like a man 
asleep at sea, asleep in the midst of a storm, 
muttering, ‘I was hit, not hurt, I was 
beaten, but feel nothing.’ When ever will 
morning come, till I can get drunk again.” 
(Prov. 23: 33-35, Moffatt Trans.) 


America today might soar to great 
heights like the eagle, blessed with in- 
ternal prosperity and peace for all its 
people, if we were free from the blight 
of broken bodies, wrecked homes and 
destroyed minds caused because our 
nation is shackled to licensed liquor 
traffic which continues to write its 
long list of crimes daily afflicting our 
nation. The life hopes of many a young 
man have been destroyed through the 
demon of drink, families have been 
broken, children made destitute, all 
because of the created appetite for 
intoxicating liquor. 

Yet this is the beverage the author 


of When? informs us will be consumed 
in the Kingdom Age! Blood guiltiness 
does not lie at the door of those who 
work to prohibit the distribution, sale 
and use of this Devil’s brew. Rather, 
this responsibility belongs to those who 
defend the liquor traffic, and who 
quote Scripture to give countenance 
to the continuation of the use and sale 
of a beverage which can make men 
mad and destroy them body and soul. 
Revelation definitely informs us that 
Paradise is to again be restored when 
the new order of the ages is ushered in. 
When we shall sit down with Him in 
His Kingdom it will not be to partake 
of the Devil’s brew but to drink with 
Him of the wine which He promised 
He would not partake of until He 
drinks it with us in the Kingdom: 


“I tell you, however, that at present I 
will not drink of this produce of the vine, 
until that day when I shall drink it with 
you new in the Kingdom of my Father.” 
(Matt. 26: 29, F. F. Trans.) 


This is the wine from the garden of 
Paradise which will be commonly 
available again with the restoration. 
Its consumption will not produce 
stupidity and forgetfulness, for reason 
will not be destroyed nor health 
impaired. 

It is of this wine of Paradise that the 
Lord is speaking when He refers to the 
coming blessings following the restora- 


tion of His Kingdom administration: 


“Behold, I will send you corn, and wine, 
and oil, and ye shall be satisfied therewith.” 


(Joel 2: 19.) 
Isaiah refers to a time to come when 


death will be swallowed up in victory 
and God will wipe away all tears: 


“And in this mountain shall the Lord 
of hosts make unto all people a feast of fat 
things, a feast of wines on the lees, of fat 
things full of marrow, of wines on the 
lees well refined.” (Isa. 25: 6.) 


The Hebrew word Yayim, which is 
often used when referring to fermented 
wine, is not used in this instance; in- 
stead the word Shemarim is used, indi- 
cating an aged wine, refined in a man- 
ner that would purify and preserve it. 
This is the type of wine that will be 
served in the restoration period, not a 
fermented and intoxicating drink. 

In the Kingdom age we shall eat 
and drink without fear of the evil ef- 
fects that accrue from partaking of the 
Devil’s brew today. Those who attempt 
to teach that our Lord manufactured 
a beverage which Solomon declared 
is a mockery are attributing to Him 
the production of a drink which would 
produce drunkenness for which men 
are excluded from the Kingdom. Those 
who so teach are but blind leaders of 
the blind who will never be privileged 
to partake of the wine of paradise.

impossible to say how serious. A minority favoured a 
bad constitution. It is hard to know what the Absten- 
tionists hoped to gain by making this possible. 

If the French Socialists are loyal to their British friends, 
and refuse to coalesce under Communist leadership, or if 
the French public takes last moment alarm, the disaster 
which statesmen have been trying to ward off ever since 
the end of the war may again be averted. 

There is hope because France does not want to go Com- 
munist. But the minority is partly armed, much organized, 
and very keen. The majority is divided and irresolute. The 
minority has the full backing of Russia, the majority only 
the vague goodwill of the Anglo-Saxons. No one can tell 
how the struggle will end, but once again the crisis is sharp. 
If France falls under the domination of M. Thorez, the 
strategic and social consequences for the Anglo-Saxon 
Powers will be incalculable. 

It seems doubtful, however, whether M. Thorez could 
retain power indefinitely and unchallenged. Charles De 
Gaulle, who has much prestige, especially amongst the 
women, is spoiling for a fight. The General’s weakness lies 
in his partial responsibility for the present situation. Al- 
though almost all the Moderates are now determined to 
support him in the event of trouble, it was De Gaulle him- 
self who released the former pro-German Communists 
from confinement, and it was his Régime which discred- 
ited, arrested, and in many cases executed the leading anti- 
Communists, thus sweeping away the very men he now 
needs. 

They were swept away on the pretext of having collab- 
orated with the Germans. In many instances that was a 
false charge. The real reason for their elimination was 
either that they had not been sufficiently pro-Gaullist in 
1940, or that they had been anti-Communist. 


Turkey and the Middle East 


The Turkish question presses. Here again the Anglo- 
Saxons have a wide field of opportunity. Things have not 
gone smoothly for Russia. In the Middle East Area Turk- 
ish opinion is almost unanimously pro-Anglo-Saxon. Only 
extreme weakness on the part of Britain and America could 
change that. The desire and intention of the Turkish 
Government and people is to resist the heavy demands made 
upon them by Russia. The Turks are strongly resisting, 
despite the fact that they know plenty about the vast 
Russian military preparations in the Black Sea Area. They 
know all about the Staff Conference at Odessa and else- 
where, under the leadership of Marshal Zhukov. They have 
heard the rumbling of great military formations across the 
Balkan Plains. They know all about elaborate plans for 
insurrection amongst the Kurds. 


1946 


Pines recently suffered something of a relapse. It is 
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Whether Turkey would remain so firm if America and 
Britain wavered is another matter. Consequently tre- 
mendous efforts are being made to undermine the policy of 
Bevin and Byrnes. If the Turks could be frightened by a 
weakening of British-American policy, Russia might win 
all she hopes for without firing a shot, thus gaining strategic 
advantage of incalculable value in the vital Middle East. 


Persia 


Russia’s policy in Persia is significant on its own account, 
but its immediate importance is in relation to Turkey. The 
intention is not only to gain new resources of oil and to 
drive the Anglo-Saxons from the Gulf, but to outflank 
Turkey. The Russians have been highly successful in 
Northern Persia. If and when the promised General Elec- 
tion takes place there will be a good chance of a pro- 
Russian majority being returned to Parliament in Teheran. 
The Russians accused the Anglo-Saxons of having stirred 
up an insurgent movement in the south. In fact, they 
haven’t played the part of which they are accused. Never- 
theless, if the north is to be dominated by Russia, it is 
absolutely vital that the south should in fact be dominated 
by the Anglo-Saxons. Unless Britain and America do in 
fact play a more active part in the near future, they will 
find that a pro-Russian Parliament in Teheran will gain by 
indirect methods for Russia all that she desires. 


The Palestine Problem 


The Palestine problem remains right in the center of all 
these other complications. 

It would be to the enormous advantage of both Jews 
and Arabs if a compromise could be found. Neither side 
can have all it wants. But for the British the Jews would be 
swept into the sea. They know that. But for the British the 
Arabs would face a far more hostile America. From every 
point of view, both Jews and Arabs are beholden to Britain. 
If they don’t compromise, the consolidation of the Middle 
East may become impossible. 

Russia is following a complex policy. She is encouraging 
and partly transporting European Jews upon their illegal 
journeys towards Palestine, thus creating Britain’s biggest 
immediate problem in all this affair; viz., a constant flow of 
immigrants, blaming the Jews in Nazi style for the failure 
of the harvest in the Ukraine, and in other ways generally 
increasing anti-Semitic propaganda everywhere, encourag- 
ing Arab Nationalism partly in order to make the biggest 
possible clash with policy, thus making any consolidation 
of the Middle East difficult, and consequently reducing 
Turkish security. 


Germany 


’ The next big question is Germany. There is very little 
more to be said about this at present. It is high on the 
Russian list. The Soviets mean to do everything in their 
power to set up a Central German Government which will

ally itself with them. Many natural forces are working 
against this. Nevertheless, the desperate plight in which 
Germany finds herself, and the incredible blunders made 
by the Control Commissions of the Western Powers, may 
eventually achieve success for Russia. The dangers lie a 
year or two ahead. They can be averted by wise action 
now. Greater efficiency in the Control Commission would 


help. 
The Far East 


On the priority list is China. Everyone knows of the 
intense struggle for power taking place in that country. 
The Americans would be mad, indeed, if they did not ac- 
tively defend their vital interests. This they are doing. It is 
not an offensive policy. It is the very barest minimum for 
the defence of elementary interests. If they didn’t do this, 
China would fall under the control of a Communist Gov- 
ernment directed from Russia, and there would then sweep 
into the Russian sphere 400,000,000 Chinese, with all their 
vast potential. How can America stand back and see that 
happen? 

Apart from her active policy in China, America has a 
related secondary policy in Japan. Here her system is as 
brilliantly good as our joint policy is shockingly bad in 
Germany. 


The Struggle in Russia 


Behind the facade of M. Molotov’s speeches at Interna- 
tional gatherings, the unified home press and the executive 
actions of the M.V.D. (replacing the N.K.V.D.), is a fierce 
struggle for power. There was nothing sensational in 
Stalin’s failure to appear the other day at the Second 
Session of the Supreme Soviet. He has been absent before. 
The significance was the failure of the Supreme Soviet on 
this occasion to make any manifestation for Stalin, which 
has always been done in the past. Moreover no telegram 
was sent to him. It is usual for a telegram to go from all 
such gatherings when he is not present. Another significant 
fact is that Colonel General Zhdanov is beginning to ap- 
pear more in public. The other day his picture was pub- 
lished in the Soviet press of a size until now exclusively 
reserved for Stalin. 


Some Other Facts About Russia 


Mr. Churchill asks about Russian mobilized strength. 
Here is some news. The Soviet Union has 6% to 8 million 
men under arms at this moment. The urge for release from 
the forces, noticeable amongst men and women of other 
countries, is not felt in Russia. The possession of a Red 
Army uniform is still the passport to privilege, a roof over 
one’s head. However flimsy daily meals, however meagre 
facilities and concessions for dependents, to be demobilized 
is a disaster for oneself and one’s family. 

We have reported before, and it should be said again, 
that a majority of the deserters from the Red Army have 
been men with demobilization papers in their pockets. 


The New Austria 


The Austrian people are morally very ill, and their pub- 
lic situation shockingly bad. The occupation is heavy. The 
Russians to a large extent, and the French to a much lesser 
one, follow a policy of requisitioning which is ruinous. 
The British hamper economic recovery by methods of 
exaggerated bureaucracy, and the Americans allow things 
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to drift uncontrolled into a state of chaos. There are few 
occupations in modern history worse than this one. 

Our observer has recently been in Lower Austria and 
was much impressed by the quality of the Russian troops 
there. He says their morale was excellent, and the Air 
Force showed qualitative improvements in the Southern 
Burgenland where there are considerable Russian forces. 
Security measures have been tightened, so it is difficult to 
get information. This area is in a virtual state of siege 
owing to concentrations of Russian military forces. 


Moscow and the Vatican 


Since the early summer a deepening gloom has settled 
upon the Vatican. A number of incidents like the death of 
the Hungarian Franciscan preacher, Father Szalez Kiss, 
and the arrest and imprisonment of Archbishop Stepinac, 
have deepened the pessimism which has gradually crept 
throughout Vatican officialdom. The Archbishop’s arrest 
was perhaps the factor which brought final conviction that 
war between the Kremlin and the Vatican was inevitable. 
The Archbishop, whose arrest was foreshadowed in these 
pages many weeks before it occurred, was an outspoken 
enemy of Hitler. He stood firm against the Germans, but 
he was 100 per cent opposed to the Communists. The 
Vatican considered his arrest as a final declaration of war 
by Moscow, a war not of propaganda but of life and death. 

Vatican officials feel that the political situation in Italy 
itself is already deteriorating. A general attack on the 
Church is expected, and the Vatican believes that the 
Communists will in the end seize power. All this they ex- 
pect to happen by the autumn of 1947, thus involving the 
Pope and the Ecclesiastical Hierarchy in a first class 
physical crisis, a crisis of their very lives. 


Postcript 


Our observer, who makes a special study of the Russian 
radio, reported as follows. Soviet radio comment has 
noticeably turned more strongly towards Greece and the 
Middle East, with persistent emphasis on the continued 
presence of British troops in these areas. 

One of our senior observers who watches events in 
southeastern Europe reported a short time before as fol- 
lows. On September 11th, Marshal Tito met Dimitroff in 
Skoplje to discuss guerilla plans against Greece and also 
the help to be given in men and material by Yugoslavia 
and Bulgaria. Commanders were appointed and liaison 
officers between the various groups. The time and place of 
the attack against Greece was fixed. Marshal Zhukov 
represented the Russian High Command at this meeting. 
He arrived in great secrecy. 

Albania was also represented at the meeting, but the 
name of the delegate could not be ascertained. It is also 
believed that Marshal Zhukov has been appointed Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Balkans. His command stretches 
from Prague to Sofia, with headquarters in Odessa. Ob- 
servers in these countries attach great significance to this 
new appointment. In the Adriatic the Russians are busy 
fortifying the bases of Cattaro and Saseno in the Black Sea. 
Odessa is being transformed into a forward offensive basis. 
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Where Are Your Children? 


NE conspicuous fault of the pres- 
ent adult generation is the 
widespread tendency to un- 

derestimate the mental capacity of 
children. This is true in spite of the 
fact that frequently we read accounts 
of remarkable demonstrations on the 
part of young people showing that 
they are capable of taking part in civic 
affairs and can bring excellent judg- 
ment to bear upon national problems. 
The question mothers and fathers have 
always asked is, “How soon should we 
start disciplining our children?” and 
upon observation it is frequently dis- 
covered that the average parent does 
not believe it is necessary to start dis- 
ciplining children at a very early age, 
feeling that the child will not under- 
stand when punishment is adminis- 
tered for wrongdoing. This is a com- 
pletely erroneous attitude, however, 
for a little keen observation will lead 
one to discover that as soon as a child 
is capable of disobedience of his par- 
ent’s wishes, he is capable of under- 
standing the reason why he is pun- 
ished. It depends upon the individual 
child, but it has been noted that dis- 
cipline can effectively begin while the 
child is still a babe in his carriage. Yet 
some parents give the matter little 
definitely serious consideration until 
their children are six or seven years 
old. Ofttimes it is then far too late and 
bad habits formed in the first six years 
of a child’s life may well be a con- 
tinuing influence throughout his entire 
lifetime. 

The father of our race, Abraham, 
had certain qualities of character by 
which the Lord knew he could be 
trusted to take the responsibility He 
wished to place upon him. This is made 
clear in the following statement: 


“And the Lord said, Shall I hide from 
Abraham that thing which I do; Seeing 
that Abraham shall surely become a great 
and mighty nation, and all the nations of 
the earth shall be blessed in him? For I 
know him, that he will command his chil- 
dren and his household after him, and they 
shall keep the way of the Lord, to do justice 
and judgment; that the Lord may bring 
upon Abraham that which he hath spoken 
of him.” (Gen. 18: 17-19.) 
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What the Lord planned to accom- 
plish through Abraham would be but 
scarcely begun in his lifetime. It was 
therefore necessary to select a man 
who could be depended upon to teach 
his children the way of the Lord, to do 
justice and judgment, so that each 
generation of children thereafter would 
continue to be so taught. To Abraham 
was given the Everlasting Covenant 
which is the basis of God’s plan for 
His people: 


**And when Abram was ninety years old 
and nine, the Lord appeared to Abram, 
and said unto him, I am the Almighty 
God; walk before me, and be thou perfect. 
And I will make my covenant between me 
and thee, and will multiply thee exceed- 
ingly. And Abram fell on his face: and God 
talked with him, saying, As for me, behold, 
my covenant is with thee, and thou shalt 
be a father of many nations. Neither shall 
thy name any more be called Abram, but 
thy name shall be Abraham; for a father 
of many nations have I made thee. And I 
will make thee exceedingly fruitful, and I 
will make nations of thee, and kings shall 
come out of thee. And I will establish my 
covenant between me and thee and thy 
seed after thee in their generations for an 
everlasting covenant, to be a God unto 
thee, and to thy seed after thee. And I will 
give unto thee, and to thy seed after thee, 
the land wherein thou art a stranger, all 
the land of Canaan, for an everlasting pos- 
session; and I will be their God. . . . And 
God said unto Abraham, As for Sarai thy 
wife, thou shalt not call her name Sarai, 
but Sarah shall her name be. And I will 
bless her, and give thee a son also of her: 
yea, I will bless her, and she shall be a 
mother of nations; kings of people shall be 
of her.”? (Gen. 17: 1-16.) 


Later on, the question arose concern- 
ing the son who would inherit the bless- 
ings of the covenant, for at the time 
Abraham and Sarah had no children. 
In her impatience Sarah took matters 
into her own hands and as a result of 
her plans a son, Ishmael, was born to 
Abraham in his household. Abraham 
loved this son and entreated the Lord 
to grant that Ishmael might become 
his heir. But the Lord counseled other- 
wise: 

“And God said, Sarah thy wife shall 
bear thee a son indeed; and thou shalt cal] 


his name Isaac: and I will establish my 
covenant with him for an everlasting cove- 
nant, and with his seed after him.”’ (Gen. 
17: 19.) 

The Biblical account goes on to re- 
late how Isaac was later born and be- 
came the heir of the covenant upon his 
father’s death. From Isaac the cove- 
nent passed to Jacob, his son, whose 
name was later changed to Israel. Fol- 
lowing that, the covenant became the 
inheritance of the sons of Israel who 
became the tribes of Israel and grew 
into a considerable multitude of people 
in the land of Egypt. Under the lead- 
ership of Moses the children of Israel 
were délivered from Egypt’s bondage 
and a day came when they were en- 
camped at the foot of Mount Sinai to 
hear the Law of the Lord read by 
Moses, the servant of God. The books 
of Moses in the Bible record in detail 
all the Law of the Lord, beginning 
with the Ten Commandments, which 
govern individual conduct, and con- 
tinuing with the Statutes, Command- 
ments and Judgments to be adminis- 
tered by the nation. Over and over 
again, Moses reiterated the necessity 
to obey the law in every particular: 


“Only take heed to thyself, and keep 
thy soul diligently, lest thou forget the 
things which thine eyes have seen, and 
lest they depart from thy heart all the days 
of thy life: but teach them thy sons, and 
thy sons’ sons.” (Deut. 4: 9.) 


The prosperity, well-being and peace 
of the people in the land which God 
had given to them depended upon 
their strict adherence to the law. Par- 
ticular attention in this generation 
should be paid to the following ex- 
cerpt from Moses’ records in the book 
of Deuteronomy: 


“Therefore thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God, and keep his charge, and his statutes, 
and his judgments, and his command- 
ments, alway. . . . And ye shall teach them 
your children, speaking of them when thou 
sittest in thine house, and when thou walk- 
est by the way, when thou liest down, and 
when thou risest up. And thou shalt write 
them upon the door posts of thine house, 
and upon thy gates: That your days may 
be multiplied, and the days of your chil- 
dren.” (Deut. 11: 1, 19-21.) 
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In other words, the family is to be 
law-abiding, and militantly so, in order 
that every neighbor will be aware of 
the righteousness of that home. The 
home is to be known as a Christian 
home just as plainly as if a sign were 
posted at the gate to say so. Remarks 
heard in passing concerning some 
American homes today are quite the 
contrary of that standard! 

The benefits of that kind of testi- 
mony are given in the law: 

“For if ye shall diligently keep all these 
commandments which I command you, 
to do them, to love the Lord your God, to 
walk in all his ways, and to cleave unto 
him, Then will the Lord drive out all these 
nations from before you, and ye shall pos- 
sess greater nations and mightier thanyour- 
selves. . . . There shall no man be able 
to stand before you: for the Lord your 
God shall lay the fear of you and the dread 
of you upon all the land that ye shall tread 
upon.” (Deut. 11: 22-25.) 


Now that juvenile delinquency has 
become one of our major national 
problems it is time that the common 
adult attitude toward the mental abili- 
ties of children and young people 
underwent a decided reorientation. 
One practical step in this direction 
would be a careful reading of the arti- 
cle in the September, 1946 issue of 
Seventeen by Charlotte Straus titled 
“This is the School That Atom Built.”’ 
The author effectively points out that 
young people of high school age are 
progressive thinkers and, when given 
an opportunity, can make a substantial 
contribution to the welfare of their 
fellows and to the nation as well. The 
following is a brief excerpt from this 
extremely informative article: 


““One evening in December, 1945, about 
a dozen of the high school students [of Oak 
Ridge High School in Oak Ridge, Ten- 
nessee, the community erected to house the 
scientists and workers who helped perfect 
the atomic bomb] attended an adult meet- 
ing addressed by Dr. Charles Coryell, one 
of the Oak Ridge scientists. He voiced their 
groping emotions. He put it to them — 
and to their parents and teachers — almost 
brutally. ‘We know the thing we’ve made. 
Here,’ said Dr. Coryell, ‘is titanic power to 
bring blessing undreamed of to our world 
— or to wreck it altogether. As scientists, 
we consider it probable that one person 
of every three of you will one day die be- 
cause of it!’ 

“‘Those were the galvanizing words the 
students were waiting for! Atomic power 
could be used for peace! They knew that it 
was up to them to help the world to do it. 
Almost spontaneously they gathered them- 
selves into a strong and close-knit organiza- 
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tion. One of their teachers, Phillip Ken- 
nedy, helped them get started. Several 
others, Dallas Lancaster and Mrs. Jeanette 
Sawyer, soon joined them. Energetically 
they built their Youth Council on the 
Atomic Crisis. A few students grew into 
over two hundred (of the little more than 
six hundred and fifty now in the school), 
all troubled, all concerned with harnessing 
atomic energy for peace and not for war. 

“‘Many of their classmates had gone 
overseas, had been active in a war in which 
they had been merely excited, frightened 
spectators. ‘If we are old enough to fight,’ 
they reasoned, ‘we are old enough to fight 
for peace.’ So they began their homefront 
battle.” 


There is an ugly alternative to the 
heartening note of this quotation from 
the article in that splendid young peo- 
ple’s magazine. While a great many 
adults, who might have been helping 
the youth of our nation help them- 
selves and the rest of us by engaging 
in many such worthwhile activities, 
have been doing nothing, there are 
organizations in this country which 
have not overlooked the possibilities 
of training the nation’s youth in ways 
that will advance their program. In 
Fortune Magazine for June, 1946, there 
was an article titled “Hammer and 
Tongs: The New C.P. Line.” Therein 
is outlined the Communist Party line 
for the United States of America and 
the article contains information every 
American citizen should have. What 
should be pointed out here is that one 
paragraph of the article was devoted 
to mentioning the many youth organ- 
izations in this country which are 
sponsored by Communism and organ- 
ized to educate America’s youth along 
Communist Party lines — and the job 
is being very effectively done! This has 
been going on for several years and 
there has been practically nothing 
done to counteract the indoctrination 
of our youth with alien ideas which 
are completely foreign to our Ameri- 
can way of life. Our schools have been 
permeated with Communist doctrine 
in many cleverly disguised forms — 
and of late with less attempt to dis- 
guise their true objective — and little, 
if anything, has been done to remedy 
the situation. 

A remark was recently made in my 
hearing that in the last few years the 
high school in the community in which 
I live has not turned out an athletic 
team which could give real competi- 
tion to opposing teams from other 
schools. It is an alarming fact that a 
survey would show there has been a 


gradual deterioration in the physical 
stamina of high school athletic teams 
throughout the country. One reason 
lies in a statement by Gil Dodds, a 
nationally famous runner, in his ar- 
ticle, “Discipline Your Body” in a 
recent issue of Christian Life and Times. 
He wrote: 


“TI feel that I don’t have to mention in 
this article the shunning of such harmful 
habits as smoking, drinking and other 
things of that nature. In my track career, 
fellows who did those things were the ones 
about whom we never worried.” 


It is my privilege to entertain a very 
fond memory of my high school prin- 
cipal. We considered him a little 
“‘stiff’’ in the days when I went to high 
school, but I know now that his coun- 
sel and guidance were always right 
and in the best interests of his students. 
In those days a high school girl smoking 
a cigarette was unheard of, but a few 
of the high school boys were beginning 
to smoke. I can remember that the 
principal was very vehement in his 
objection to the boys’ smoking and he 
absolutely forbade them to smoke on 
the school campus. If a boy was caught 
smoking during school hours, he was 
punished. That is all quite changed 
now and it is a common thing to see 
both girls and boys of high school age 
smoking. Surely, then, Gil Dodds has 
given us the answer to the question 
why former athletic teams held such a 
high standard and modern teams do 
not. 

One of the principal avenues for 
youth training in this country has not 
had an adequate youth program for the 
last twenty years. I refer quite frank- 
ly to the various Protestant Churches 
who have throughout the years had a 
splendid opportunity to provide the 
spiritual foundation for youth training 
and have failed miserably in doing so. 
Memory serves me to recall that at the 
beginning of the twenty-year period 
to which I refer it was common talk 
that the Sunday School and youth 
organizations of the church could hold 
their young people until they reached 
the ages of twelve to fourteen years. 
Then they began to drift away. Why? 
The answer is that the church youth 
program was so inadequately childish 
that as soon as young people became 
old enough to embrace a more sub- 
stantial program they stopped going to 
church because the program no longer 
held any appeal for them. 

The need for something more 4t- 
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tractive to their growing minds has 
more recently been recognized by the 
churches. But what is the spectacle 
which greets our eyes now if we visit a 
Sunday meeting for young people. 
Nothing of Bible study, or the wor- 
shipful singing of good hymns. In the 
modern church our ears hear the loud 
singing of the latest jazz, swing and 
jive tunes on Sunday evening at church, 
surrounded by a program compli- 
mentary to that setting. And the mod- 
ern church wonders what is going 
wrong with today’s youth! 

Another sad lack in the modern 
church is the failure to instill in the 
child a reverence for God’s Name and 
the House of the Lord. It is, of course, 
admitted that, when every kind of ac- 
tivity not conducive to worship and 
holiness is permitted in the church, it 
is extremely hard to help the child un- 
derstand he should be reverent there. 
Too, when the child often hears in his 
home the Name of the Lord taken in 
vain in profanity, it scarcely provides 
an atmosphere in which to teach him 
to revere the Name of his God. There 
is an account given in the Bible of the 
treatment of a group of children on 
one occasion in Biblical history which 
many people find hard to reconcile 
with the goodness and mercy of the 
Lord. This is the story: 


‘And he [Elisha] went up from thence 
unto Beth-el: and as he was going up by 
the way, there came forth little children 
out of the city, and mocked him, and said 
unto him, Go up, thou bald head; go up, 
thou bald head. And he turned back, and 
looked on them, and cursed them in the 
name of the Lord. And there came forth 
two she bears out of the wood, and tare 
forty and two children of them.” (II Kings 
2: 23-24.) 


In the first place the Authorized 
Version above quoted is very mislead- 
ing in the use of the words “little chil- 
dren.” We find in Young’s Analytical 
Concordance that the Hebrew words 
yeled and naar, translated “little chil- 
dren’’, should be translated “boy” and 
“young man.” We are given to under- 
stand, then, that the juvenile mob 
which mocked Elisha was made up of 
older boys and young men. In other 
words, it was a group of young hood- 
lums! They were youths of responsible 
age so that they should have known 
better than to insult a servant of the 
Lord. And because in those days it 
was an unspeakable sin to be irreverent 
to the Lord or his servants, they were 
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severely punished by being rather badly 
mauled by the bears. You may be sure 
that when the story went abroad con- 
cerning what happened to them there 
was no repetition of the crime. The 
crying need today is for adequate pun- 
ishment of the hoodlums who make up 
our juvenile delinquency problem so 
that their crimes will not continue to 
increase in our midst. 

There was a recent report of a case 
where it was necessary to arraign a 
group of young men in court for their 
malicious destruction of property. 
When the value of the property was 
determined the judge ruled that the 
parents of the boys should pay for the 
destroyed property, the amount for the 
parents of each boy to pay being about 
$75.00. The report went on to relate 
that in each case the parents severely 
punished the boys. That, of course, 
was in the mind of the judge who wisely 
reasoned that if the parents had to pay 
the damages out of their pockets they 
would see to it that their sons did not 
repeat the crime. 

There could have been a second rea- 
son for that decision as well, for it is 
more often than not true that the par- 
ents are more to blame than the young 
people for the trouble they get into. 
This involves the subject of child train- 
ing which is a large and tremendously 
important one. Perhaps one of the 
most pertinent articles on this subject 
to appear in recent months is the one 
titled ““What’s Wrong With American 
Mothers?” by Dr. Edward A. Strecker 
in the October 26 Saturday Evening Post. 
Among the conclusions of this very 
worthwhile article is the contention 
that disciplinary training of the child 
can start at a very early age. ““A baby 
soon learns that making a noise stimu- 
lates the adults in the vicinity into 
scurrying about to relieve an unpleas- 
ant situation,” the article states. It is 
common knowledge that one of the 
most powerful religious denominations 
in the country has long maintained in 
effect, ““Give me your child for the 
first six years of his life and we will so 
successfully train him in our doctrine 
that he will not forget it throughout 
his lifetime.” 

Juvenile delinquency has been on 
the march and has been gaining mo- 
mentum for many years. Only now has 
it become the topic of considerably 
agitated discussion on the part of an 
increasing group of disturbed adults 
who feel rather helpless before its 
gathering tempo. They are apt to say 


in despair, “‘What will become of the 
country if the situation continues. The 
growing number of irresponsible and 
maliciously inclined young people is a 
real menace to society. Yet these young 
people will grow up to be our national 
leaders in government.” The truth is, 
however, that serious juvenile delin- 
quency began a few generations ago 
and actually, the greater proportion 
of the men now occupying positions 
of responsibility in government, in in- 
stitutions of learning, in pulpits of 
churches and places of like importance 
are themselves grownup juvenile de- 
linquents! That, for one thing, ex- 
plains the present trend in national 
affairs. And they are the delinquent 
parents of the delinquent youth run- 
ning riot all over the land to perpetu- 
ate the vicious cycle unless something 
is done at once to stop it. 

There is never any good purpose 
in pointing out the sins of a person or 
the errors and failures of a system 
without also pointing out the remedy. 
The remedy is a spiritual one and it is 
urgently necessary and important, all 
others having been tried and having 
met with only moderate and tempo- 
rary success. It is unbelievably true 
that in all the approximately sixteen 
pages of text of the Saturday Evening 
Post article previously referred to, there 
is no mention whatever of the necessity 
to give the child spiritual training to 
fit him for life’s tasks! 

A popular radio program broad- 
cast on the air once a week has been 
presenting the problem with modern 
youth very effectively in connection 
with the story of a typical American 
family. A critical stage involving a 
girl of fourteen in the family has now 
been reached and, having tried every 
other expedient, in desperation the 
parents are seeking the aid of a Psy- 
chiatrist. Actually what the child needs 
and has needed all her life is spiritual 
training, for only by becoming a Chris- 
tian can a child of the nature depicted 
in the radio script secure the divine 
help needed to cure the diseased mind 
and become adjusted to life in order 
to be once again a happy, dutiful 
daughter at peace with her family. It 
can be said that Doctors of Psychiatry 
are performing an admirable work in 
their field at the present time. But it 
must also be said that if ministers of 
the gospel had been fulfilling their 
duty in teaching children and young 
people what they must do to become 
Christians and have the influence of 
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Jesus Christ in their lives, there would 
be no need for psychiatry, or any other 
avenue for the treatment of mental 
disorders. 

It is in the field of Christian training 
for youth that the solution of the entire 
problem lies. It has already been men- 
tioned that the church program for 
youth has been woefully inadequate 
for many years. Our young people 
have demonstrated that they are men- 
tally alert to the extent that they can 
become aggressively enthusiastic, either 
about national problems such as the 
use of atomic energy for peacetime 
purposes, or Communist world revolu- 
tion. That being so, the Christian 
training they receive must be Biblical 
and practical, with a definite program 
which they can grasp and militantly 
support with all of their youthful 
energy. As young people, full of the 
zest of life, they are not interested in 
long oratory sermons in doleful, mon- 
astic tones telling them to become 
Christians so that they may know how 
to die. What they are looking for is a 
virile, practical program of Christian 
endeavor which will teach them how 
to live joyfully as Christians and take 
active part in church, civic, national 
and international affairs. 

What the youth of this nation is 
seeking will be found for them if they 
are taught the Gospel of the Kingdom. 
Given this Gospel as a scriptural plat- 
form upon which to build, they will 
know they must 7) accept Jesus Christ, 
as Redeemer and Saviour in order to 
have their citizenship in the Kingdom 
of God, 2) become familiar with the 
detail of the Law of the Lord so that 
they may become good citizens of the 
Kingdom, 3) engage in the study of 
the prophecies and chronology of the 
Bible so that they will know God’s plan 
and the direction in which He is mov- 
ing in these last days which are just 


prior to the commencement of a New 
Era. 

Men and women who have been 
familiar with the Gospel of the King- 
dom for many years, and who are en- 
thusiastically interested in the whole 
Gospel of God because they find satis- 
faction in the “strong meat” of the 
Word, often attend lectures upon the 
subject and have been heard to remark 
upon the absence of young people at 
such public meetings. If they see a 
few young people attending, they are 
heard to say, “If it were possible to 
get more young people out, if would 
be an inducement to other young 
people to listen to this vital informa- 
tion concerning the Bible so needed 
in this modern generation.” There is 
but one question to ask those who 
speak thus, “‘Where are your children?” 

Those who know the Gospel of the 
Kingdom have a duty to perform in 
their own homes toward their own 
children. The child should be taught 
who he is in God’s plan, what his 
heritage is, what his responsibilities 
are and what his glorious destiny is 
now that we are upon the threshold 
of the full manifestation of the King- 
dom of God upon earth. Parents who 
have done nothing toward teaching 
their children this gospel offer the de- 
fense that the Bible taught in that way 
is too hard for their children to under- 
stand. The Gospel of the Kingdom is 
not too hard for young people; they 
demonstrate daily their ability to cope 
with difficult subjects, the discussion 
of atomic energy being among them. 

There is every reason to believe that 
young people will welcome the oppor- 
tunity offered them when they fully 
understand their Bibles and realize 
that they have a spiritual platform 
upon which they can build and a 
divine program for which they can 
fight. Christian youth will be glad to

take up the challenge: The Kingdom 
of God versus Communism! 

It has been said that if the American 
home will offer two things to its chil- 
dren, they will not stray from its in- 
fluence. They are: love and security. 
Most children will think twice before 
they will forsake genuine parental love 
and definite home security for the tem- 
porary glitter of the company of coarse, 
undisciplined gangs. It may be said 
that these objectives are the same for 
both children and adults. If in God’s 
plans and purposes, expressed in His 
Word, both love and security can be 
found, it is reasonable to assume that 
His people will return to Him whole- 
heartedly and perform His will. 

If a genuine trust in the truth and 
accuracy of God’s Written Word can 
be restored, everyone, both child and 
adult, will find therein the love of God 
revealed. For His is the love of the God 
and Father of us all who is not willing 
that any should perish. He is not 
the over-indulgent Father whom some 
seek, however, for He will effectively 
discipline all those of His children who 
attempt to disobey His will. No Chris- 
tian would have it otherwise for: 


**Whom the Lord loveth he chasteneth, 
and scourgeth every son whom he receiv- 
eth. If ye endure chastening, God dealeth 
with you as with sons; for what son is he 
whom the father chasteneth not: But if ye 
be without chastisement, whereof all are 
partakers, then are ye bastards, and not 
sons.” (Heb. 12: 6-8.) 


The security sought by young and 
old alike is found in the Gospel of the 
Kingdom. Young people will find 
ample opportunity in the Kingdom of 
God to employ their energies and tal- 
ents in interesting, constructive under- 
takings and share in the restoration of 
the administration of the Law of the 
Lord, which is the crux of the Gospel, 
insuring peace and security for all. 








NecotTiaTions between General MacArthur and Russia 
have recently broken down over the Russian refusal to 
recognize freedom of speech and action.

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The Eternal Existence of Christ 


LMOST two thousand years ago a 

A servant of the Lord sat alone 

and wondered, as men are 

wont to do, what divine mission would 

eventuate from his banishment to the 

rugged island of Patmos. Then the 
revelation came in this manner: 


“The Revelation of Jesus Christ, which 
God gave unto him, to show unto his serv- 
ants things which must shortly come to 
pass; and he sent and signified it by his 
angel unto his servant John: Who bare 
record of the word of God, and of the 
testimony of Jesus Christ, and of all things 
that he saw. Blessed is he that readeth, 
and they that hear the words of this 
prophecy, and keep those things which are 
written therein: for the time is at hand. 

‘John to the seven churches which are 
in Asia: Grace be unto you, and peace, 
from him which is, and which was, and 
which is to come; and from the seven 
Spirits which are before his throne; And 
from Jesus Christ, who is the faithful wit- 
ness, and the first begotten of the dead, 
and the prince of the kings of the earth. 
. . - I am Alpha and Omega, the begin- 
ning and the ending, saith the Lord, which 
is, and which was, and which is to come, 
the Almighty.” (Rev. 1: 1-5, 8.) 

This announcement from the heav- 
enly throne brings us face to face with 
the pre-existence and deity of Christ. 
*‘What thou seest, write in a book,” 
the Voice commanded John, “and 
send it to the churches in Asia.”” We 
have that book in our homes, i.e., 
the book of the Revelation of Jesus 
Christ. But as Christians we know too 
little about the nature of the Christ 
we adore. It is one thing to vaguely 
trust Him as Saviour; it is quite an- 
other thing to know His inherent 
power to meet all our needs. Even 
Christians may lack the comprehen- 
sion so profoundly expressed by Henry 
Wadsworth Longfellow: 


“To One alone my thoughts arise, 
The Eternal Truth, the Good and Wise, 
To Him I cry, 
Who shared on earth our common lot, 
But the world comprehended not 
His deity.” 

Let us consider first the Christ 

“which was” — the pre-existent Christ 


who was with the Father in the begin- 
ning. Without question one may as- 
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sert that the author of the fourth 
Gospel was thoroughly convinced of 
the eternal pre-existence of Jesus 
Christ as the personal Logos or Word. 
He states it most clearly in his intro- 
ductory paragraph: 


“In the beginning was the Word, and 
the Word was with God, and the Word 
was God. The same was in the beginning 
with God. All things were made by him; 
and without him was not any thing made 
that was made. In him was life; and the 
life was the light of men. . . . He was in 
the world, and the world was made by 
him, and the world knew him not.” (John 
I: I-10.) 


Jesus Himself claimed priority to 
Abraham and an eternal pre-existence 
in the statement, “Before Abraham 
was, I AM.” He refers twice to His 
former estate in the wonderful inter- 
cessory prayer for believers recorded 
in John’s Gospel: 


“And now, O Father, glorify thou me 
with thine own self with the glory which I 
had with thee before the world was... 
Father, I will that they also, whom thou 
hast given me, be with me where I am; 
that they may behold my glory, which 
thou hast given me: for thou lovedst me 
before the foundation of the world.” 


(John 17: 5, 24.) 


There are two outstanding state- 
ments on this subject by the Apostle 
Paul. In the first, Paul assumes the 
pre-existence of Christ; in the second, 
he states it and then relates it to all 
created beings: 


“Let this mind be in you, which was 
also in Christ Jesus: Who, being in the 
form of God, thought it not robbery to be 
equal with God: But made himself of no 
reputation, and took upon him the form 
of a servant, and was made in the likeness 
of men: And being found in fashion as a 
man, he humbled himself, and became 
obedient unto death, even the death of 
the cross.” (Phil. 2: 5-8.) 

“Who is the image of the invisible God, 
the firstborn of every creature: For by him 
were all things created, that are in heaven, 
and that are in earth, visible and invisible, 
whether they be thrones, or dominions, 
or principalities, or powers: all things were 
created by him, and for him: And he is 
before all things, and by him all things 
consist.” (Col. 1: 15-17.) 


In the quotation from Philippians, 
the meaning of verse 6 is rather uncer- 
tain in the Authorized Version. Ferrar 
Fenton clarifies the doubtful passage so 
extremely well that it seems helpful 
to give his translation of the entire 
passage: 

“Think this with yourselves, What was 
in Christ Jesus? — Who existing in the 
beauty of God, considered not His divine 
equality an incitement to greed; but for- 
sook Himself, taking the form of a slave; 
arriving in human appearance; and being 
found apparently like a man, He humbled 
himself, becoming subject to death, yes, 
a death of crucifixion! Therefore God 
highly exalted Him, and freely gave Him 
the Name surpassing every name; so that 
in presence of the name of Jesus every 
knee should bend, of celestials, and terres- 
trials, and subterrenes, and every tongue 
confess that the Messiah, the Lord Jesus, 
exists for a rectification from God.” (Phil: 
2: 5-11. F. F. Trans.) 


Christ is Wisdom personified in the 
eighth chapter of Proverbs. Note the 
depth of the beautiful imagery in the 
following sentences: 


‘The Lord possessed me in the beginning 
of his way, before his works of old. I was 
set up from everlasting, from the begin- 
ning, or ever the earth was. When there 
were no depths, I was brought forth; 
when there were no fountains abounding 
with water. Before the mountains were 
settled, before the hills was I brought forth: 
While as yet he had not made the earth, 
nor the fields, nor the highest part of the 
dust of the world. When he prepared the 
heavens, I was there: when he set a com- 
pass upon the face of the depth: When he 
established the clouds above: when he 
strengthened the fountains of the deep: 
When he gave to the sea his decree, that 
the waters should not pass his command- 
ment: when he appointed the foundations 
of the earth: Then I was by him, as one 
brought up with him: and I was daily 
his delight, rejoicing always before him; 
Rejoicing in the habitable part of his 
earth; and my delights were with the sons 
of men.” (Prov. 8: 22-31.) 


What an arresting thought that long 
before our Christian era Christ’s 
presence was in the habitable part of 
the earth, and that he found His 
delight among the sons of men! Paul 
declares that He accompanied our 
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forefathers in their wilderness wander- 
ings, guiding them, protecting them 
and supplying all their needs: 


*“Moreover, brethren, I would not that 
ye should be ignorant, how that all our 
fathers were under the cloud, and all 
passed through the sea; And were all bap- 
tized unto Moses in the cloud and in the 
sea; And did all eat the same spiritual 
meat; And did all drink the same spiritual 
drink: for they drank of that spiritual 
Rock that followed them: and that Rock 
was Christ.” (I Cor. 10: 1-4.) 


xT we shall give some thought 
N‘* the Christ “that is’ — the 
redemptive Christ. There are two 
phases to His redemptive work: one is 
individual or personal salvation; and 
the other is redemptive of the covenant 
nation. Both of these redemptive 
phases were completed by His death. 
That is why Jesus uttered His sentence 
of finality from the cross — “‘It is fin- 
ished.” 

Isaiah 53 portrays in prophecy the 
vicarious work and sufferings of the 
redeeming Christ; the Gospels record 
the fulfillment of those prophecies as 
the events occurred in due season and 
became history; the Epistles interpret 
and apply them to the needs of all 
mankind. Peter states the matter in a 
general sense in these words: 


“For Christ also hath once suffered for 
sins, the just for the unjust, that he might 
bring us to God.” (I Peter 3: 18.) 


Our Lord’s redemptive work for the 
individual will never be stated better 
than it is in John 3: 16: 

“For God so loved the world, that he 
gave his only begotten Son, that whosoever 
believeth in him should not perish, but 
have everlasting life.” 


God loved — God gave — and the 
Lord Jesus laid down His life for us. 
We do not merit such love and sacri- 
fice. “God commendeth his love to us, 
in that, while we were yet sinners, 
Christ died for us.”’ 

Niagar2 Falls stopped once, we are 
told. And some unknown writer has 
made the following vivid and beautiful 
application of the incident: “Owing 
to an ice dam across the river, the 
waters failed, the rainbow melted, 
the vast music hushed. But there has 
been no moment in which the love 
of God has failed toward the rational 
universe, when its eternal music has 
been broken, or the rainbow has 
ceased to span the throne. There never 
will be such a moment. The crystal 
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tide flowers richly, and flows forever.” 

The efficacy of Christ’s atoning 
work for the man who accepts it is one 
of the cardinal doctrines of apostolic 
Christianity. It is the greatest fact in 
the world for each one of us as indi- 
viduals. In these turbulent times we 
need to rediscover and appreciate 
anew the personal element in the 
cross of Calvary. Allan F. Bain brings 
it right home to the heart in a brief 
stanza: 


“For me the crown of thorns He wore 
Alone upon the tree. 
With nail-pierced hands and spear- 
torn side 
He gave His life for me.” 


Every generation since the begin- 
ning of the Gospel era has produced 
notable Christian characters, men and 
women who were willing to give their 
lives for love of Christ. Yet the world 
was never so torn with strife, injustice 
and suffering as it is now. Consecrated 
Christians, working either as individu- 
als or in organized church groups, have 
been unable to establish righteous- 
ness, justice and peace anywhere in 
the world. This failure to bring about 
an ideal social order is a great dis- 
appointment to many church leaders 
and laymen, who have failed to see 
that the processes which produce and 
maintain an equitable society are na- 
tional rather than ecclesiastical func- 
tions. 

It was for this very purpose that 
God called out a chosen people to 
become His servant nation. It was 
for this purpose too that they were 
redeemed as a nation by Christ’s 
death, after having been cast off and 
divorced from the covenant. They will 
yet fulfill their mission to establish 
righteous government in their own 
land and become a blessing to all 
people. It is important to notice that 
the new covenant, stated in Jeremiah 
31, is a national covenant and was 
made — not with individuals, nor with 
an ecclesiastical body — but with the 
two national houses of Israel and 
Judah. (See verse 31.) 

Today, these covenant people are 
the predominantly Christian nations, 
because non-Christians are not citi- 
zens in the Commonwealth of Israel. 
Isaiah, writing of the national redemp- 
tion of the servant race, declared: 


“Remember these, O Jacob and Israel; 
for thou art my servant: I have formed 
thee; thou art my servant: O Israel, thou 
shalt not be forgotten of me. I have blotted 


out, as a thick cloud, thy transgressions, 
and, as a cloud, thy sins: return unto me; 
for I have redeemed thee. Sing, O ye 
heavens; for the Lord hath done it: shout, 
ye lower parts of the earth: break forth 
into singing, ye mountains, O forest, and 
every tree therein: for the Lord hath re- 
deemed Jacob, and glorified himself in 
Israel.” (Isa. 44: 21-23.) 


COME now to the grandest 

theme of all — “‘the Christ that 

is to come’ — the kingly Christ. It 

seems a far cry from the suffering 

Saviour to the triumphant King. 

In fact it was an incredibly brief span 

— three short days — from the cruci- 
fixion to the resurrection: 


*“Three crosses on a cruel hill uplifted — 


Darkness! Despair! Cowering dis- 
ciples! 

Three women at an open tomb trans- 
figured, 


Dawning! Victory! Joyous elation!” 


Some people never get beyond the 
manger and the cross in their contem- 
plation of Christ. They have the back- 
ward look. Absorbed in His Nativity 
and in the humiliation of His suffer- 
ings and sacrifice, they are oblivious 
to the’ glorious panorama of His future 
activities as joyously proclaimed by the 
prophets. They misunderstand His 
statement from the cross, “It is fin- 
ished.” Only His redemptive work 
was finished by His death. His tri- 
umphant reign as King over His re- 
deemed people is yet to come. And 
therein lies the hope of our distracted 
world! 

What we need now is the forward 
look of the book of Revelation, which 
is our Lord’s own message to His sub- 
jects for this crucial period in world 
affairs. One significant pronounce- 
ment alone ought to capture every 
Christian’s imagination and turn his 
thoughts to the future with a victori- 
ous, living Christ: 


*T am he that liveth, and was dead; 
and, behold, I am alive for evermore.” 
(Rev. 1: 18.) 


Doctor Lyman Abbott, after long 
and critical investigation, called the 
resurrection of Jesus “the best attested 
fact in history.”” Among the reasons 
which he gave are the following: 

1) The change wrought in the dis- 
ciples between the death of their Mas- 
ter and their going forth to proclaim 
Him the world’s Messiah. 

2) The change in the sacred rest 
day, from the seventh to the first day 
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of the week. The recognition of the 
Fourth of July is a continuing witness 
to the Declaration of Independence. 
The world-wide observance of the first 
day of the week is a witness to the resur- 
rection which it celebrates. 

3) Christianity itself attests the res- 
urrection. It is inconceivable that the 
greatest moral force in the world is 
founded either on a fraud or a de- 
lusion. 

4) Finally, the power of the person- 
ality of Jesus at the present day proves 
that He is a living force in the world. 
No wonder another great Christian 
thinker has said: ‘‘Christ’s resurrection 
gives us a certified Christianity. .. . 
The founders of other religions — 
Confucius, Zoroaster, Brahma, Mo- 
hammed — have died; but where is 
the evidence that they ever rose from 
the dead?”’ 

The coming reign of Christ is the 
one, very near “‘divine event to which 
the whole creation moves.”’ As the day 
approaches, opposition to His reign 
increased with great fury. When Jesus 
wrought miracles in Judea, He was 
opposed by two factions: one was 
political, and the other was ecclesias- 
tical. The same two factions have 
their modern counterparts in present 
day opposition to His return. 

Political opposition finds its source 
in the remaining head of the three- 
headed eagle which Esdras saw in his 
vision. From it issues the unclean 
spirit, or doctrine, of Communism. 
Surely all intelligent citizens realize 
now how its red shadow of woe is men- 
acing our Christian civilization. In 
one of his books written several years 
ago, E. Stanley Jones said: ““The final 
battle of the world will be fought out 
between Communism and Christian- 
ity.”? Evidence to support that predic- 
tion is piling up day by day and threat- 
ens all nations with impending dis- 
aster. 

Ecclesiastical opposition stems from 
the apostasy of religious leaders, who 
deny all the fundamental elements of 
our Christian faith. For the benefit 
of those who are not familiar with the 
methods by which faith in Christ has 
been undermined, we shall give an 
example from “The Decennial Publi- 
cations of the University of Chicago.” 
It is typical of the prevailing trend 
in other leading universities. A volume 
published in 1906 has been selected 
because it was in the first decade of the 
century that the groundwork was laid 
for subsequent religious teaching in all 
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institutions of higher education. The 
title of the Decennial Publication for 
1906 is The Finality of the Christian Re- 
ligion; the author is George Burnam 
Foster; and the theme of the chapter 
from which we quote is that Jesus was 
mistaken in His claim to be the Mes- 
siah and that the doctrine of His pre- 
existence belongs in the realm of 
mythology. The writer says: 


“Certainly the incarnation, death and 
resurrection of this being from heaven 
were made the fundament of religion in 
occidental civilization. It is the kernel of 
Paulinism, and puts Paul on the side of 
ecclesiastical orthodoxy. Nevertheless, in 
obedience to the requirements of the 
changed view of the world and of life, 
the time has arrived when both the re- 
ligious and the scientific interest compel 
us to urge that the messianism of Jesus 
is not a necessary article of faith. 

“If we are not able to affirm that there 
was a pre-existent personal being who 
dwelt in heaven but came down to earth, 
neither are we able to assume that Jesus 
had access to better knowledge upon the 
subject than man has. Such an assumption 
would jeopardize the integrity of his hu- 
man nature. If this is to imply that Jesus 
was in error, it is difficult to see how we 
can escape the implication. But since he 
disclaimed omniscience, he thereby tacitly 
admitted the possibility of erring in opin- 
ion. On the hypothesis we are at present 
employing, it is a fact that he was mistaken 
as to the point of time of the advent of the 
Messiah. 

“The fantastic idea that a dead person 
should return upon the clouds of heaven 
chills the modern intellect quite as much 
as belief in a pre-existent personal Mes- 
siah. If Jesus so shared in the antique 
psychology and cosmology as to believe 
the former, it seems probable that he could 
quite as easily believe the latter. Neverthe- 
less, it is doubtful whether ‘error’ is the 
right word to use with reference to those 
ideas, transitory and imperfect though 
they be, in which one participates by virtue 
of his being a child of his time. We cannot 
at once demand that Jesus be a real and 
full man, and depreciate him for sharing 
in the limitations of the human. Besides, 
it would be difficult to mention an idea, 
however indispensably it may have once 
functioned, that does not become anti- 
quated in the course of time; and yet we 
would hesitate to class all that is anti- 
quated as erroneous. Moreover, the un- 
reality of the pre-existent messianic indi- 
vidual, once granted, was of no serious 
importance. Ontologically, Santa Claus 
is unreal, but morally, so to speak, he is 
the most real being in the world, since he 
is the embodiment and personification of 
the most real and most worthy sentiments 
and services of the human heart. Similarly, 
the messsianic idea stood for realities 


which supplied the dynamic for a people’s 
whole career.” 


Thus you see the conclusion is that 
there is no more reality to the idea of 
a pre-existent eternal Christ than 
there is to Santa Claus. Although such 
theories are utterly ridiculous in the 
light of the New Testament, Christian 
experience and common sense, it is 
tragically true that they became the 
basis of twentieth century theological 
trends in most of our Protestant semi- 
naries. 

Considering the bitter fruits of such 
planting in the field of Christian edu- 
cation, David Davidson asks: 


“What, then, is wrong with formal 
church government? Collectively it consti- 
tutes a failure of a type that cannot long 
be tolerated by our practical race. Indi- 
vidually it consists of the best human types 
the race produces. Failure has resulted 
from the fact that traditional church au- 
thority has divorced itself from the spirit 
of the race by discarding the Bible. 

*“‘What otherwise can one expect of a 
church which boastfully glories in having 
done away with the infallible Book! Flirt- 
ing with Communism on the one hand, 
and with Money-Power in its efforts to 
reconstruct the bad old world of the Mam- 
mon of Unrighteousness on the other, and 
rankly atheistic in between, the formal 
church has lost the confidence of the 
masses. Having substituted its own au- 
thority — discordantly voiced —for the 
authority of the Word of God, it has lost 
the power to lead. .. . 

“Yet it is destined that the formal church 
shall make proclamation of the coming 
of the Kingdom of God to the earth, even 
as Caiaphas, being High Priest in the year 
of our Lord’s Crucifixion, and yet withal 
the opponent of His Coming, had to pro- 
claim the purpose of His Passion. It was 
in the living law of Israel that Caiaphas 
was destined to do so; and it is in the living 
law of the Lord that the formal church 
shall be compelled to proclaim the Coming 
of the Kingdom.” (Through World Chaos 
to Cosmic Christ.) 


The book of Revelation gives us a 
magnificent portrait of the Christ 
that is to come: 


“IT looked, and behold, a door was 
opened in heaven. . . . And immediately 
I was in the spirit: and, behold, a throne 
was set in heaven, and one sat on the 
throne. . . . The four and twenty elders 
fall down before him that sat on the 
throne, and worship him that liveth for 
ever and ever, and cast their crowns before 
the throne, saying, Thou art worthy, O 
Lord, to receive glory and honour and 
power: for thou hast created all things, and 
for thy pleasure they are and were cre- 
ated.” (Rev. 4: 1-11.) 
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“And they sung a new song, saying, 
Thou art worthy to take the book, and to 
open the seals thereof: for thou wast slain, 
and hast redeemed us to God by thy blood 
out of every kindred, and tongue, and 
people, and nation; And hast made us 
unto our God kings and priests: and we 
shall reign on the earth. And I beheld, 
and I heard the voice of many angels 
round about the throne and the living 


creatures and the elders: and the number 
of them was ten thousand times ten thou- 
sand, and thousands of thousands; Saying 
with a loud voice, Worthy is the Lamb that 
was slain to receive power, and riches, and 
wisdom, and strength, and honour, and 
glory, and blessing. And every creature 
which is in heaven, and on the earth, and 
under the earth, and such as are in the sea, 
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and all that are in them, heard I saying, 
Blessing, and honour, and glory, and 
power, be unto him that sitteth upon the 
throne.” (Rev. 5: 9-13.)

American Youngsters Are Running Wild 








Ep. Nore. Under the above title an article by a Staff Correspond- 
ent in New York in The Sydney Morning Herald, Sydney, Australia 
sets forth a condition in America which is alarming. The views of 
an outsider are valuable, for others see what we are apt to mini- 
mize when making an appraisal of our own conditions. We are 
reprinting this comment in Destiny as a warning of conditions 
which, unless soon corrected, will bring about national disaster 
on a scale never before experienced. The only solution is a turning 
to God and the righteousness of His laws. 


AMERICANS are at present more than usually worried about 
the younger generation. While at home there is more 
juvenile crime than ever before, from abroad come mount- 
ing reports that the conduct of occupation troops is doing 
great harm to the prestige of the United States. 

Stowe Keteran, a correspondent who has travelled in 44 
countries for the Chicago Daiiy News, in a recently-published 
book, While Time Remains, makes scathing comments on 
the G.I. Wherever he went, he says, he found American 
troops the rawest, rudest, most irresponsible, and most 
scornful of the rights and ideas of others. Simultaneously 
with this indictment comes the announcement by the sur- 
geon-general of the United States Army of occupation in 
Germany that venereal disease has risen to the record level 
of 305 cases per 1,000 troops a year, and that mental 
breakdowns, due to remorse following sexual promiscuity, 
have become a serious problem. 

In the United States 56 per cent of all crimes are now 
committed by children. Department of Justice records 
show that in 1944, compared with 1929, crimes committed 
by boys aged 10 to 18 had increased as follows: murder, 47 
per cent; rape, 69 per cent; assaults, 71 per cent; drunken- 
ness, 174 per cent. Police blame the juvenile crime wave on 
a lack of discipline in homes and schools. This is also the 
usual conclusion of worried articles about young people 
which now appear frequently in magazines. 

Corporal punishment has virtually disappeared from 
American schools, which in the past two decades have 
made the greatest experiment in progressive education in 
world history. Youngsters are encouraged to think their 
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opinions as good as those of their teachers. To a vastly 
greater extent than in Australia or Britain they are al- 
lowed to choose what they learn, and how much they 
learn. Compulsion is kept at a minimum. Moreover, the 
whole American school system was dislocated by the war- 
time shortage of teachers. Clifton Fadiman, the eminent 
literary critic, wrote last week in the Saturday Review of 
Literature, ‘Education in the United States has been di- 
luted until it has lost most of its power to create mature 
men and women.” 

The self-confidence of youngsters is encouraged by the 
cult of the teen-ager. At the stage when Australian ado- 
lescents are still kept “‘in their place” and regarded as im- 
mature, in America they are often treated by indulgent 
parents as equals. Their opinions are taken seriously and 
their tastes especially studied. Business and industry en- 
thusiastically foster the cult, because it means a whole new 
market for teen-age clothes, soft drinks, magazines and 
entertainment. Teen-age idols, like Frank Sinatra and Van 
Johnson, are national figures. 

The war-time absence of fathers has relaxed home disci- 
pline. Also, there is a special factor which seems to have a 
bearing on the problem — precocious emphasis on sex in 
America. Teen-age girls are far better dressed than in any 
other country. They use make-up earlier, and their “‘dates”’ 
with boy friends are officially encouraged by parents, 
schools and colleges. Love is a constant theme of the mov- 
ies and magazines. Nearly everything salable, from real 
estate to tooth paste, is advertised by pictures of pretty 
girls, usually half clad. 

There are some who believe the whole matter goes 
deeper than the methods of school and home training. Do 
young G.I.’s, who have few interests outside the quest for 
amorous pleasure, reflect the general lack of serious pur- 
pose in the nation — a spiritual malaise beneath the glossy 
material surface of American life? Leland Stowe holds this 
opinion. ““The most frightening thing in the world today,” 
he writes, “‘is the terrible unpreparedness of the American 
people to assume their necessary role in world leadership.”

Leprosy 
has been for centuries a fearsome 
name. About 1871 Gerhard Hansen 
of Norway observed the leprosy bacil- 
lus growing in the body tissues. The 
mycrobacterium lepras sometimes lies dor- 
mant in the human body many years. 
At other times, when the soil is favora- 
ble and the resistance at low ebb, the 
incubation period is very short — per- 
haps only weeks or months. 


T HAS BEEN truly said that disease 


Contagion 


We are told that during twelve years 
Hansen and Davidssen made more 
than 17 inoculations of leprous tissue 
and blood exudates into themselves 
and other persons and between 1868 
and 1875 Profeta and Cogin inoculated 
themselves and eight other persons 
with leprous material with negative 
results. 

It is not yet determined exactly 
where or how infection occurs, but we 
do know that it is more prevalent 
among agricultural workers than in 
civic centers and in the feet and legs, 
especially in hilly, rocky areas where 
abrasions of the skin are frequent. 
Walker says that an acid-fast organism 
in the soil is very similar to the leprous 
bacillus which he calls actinmyces and 
which probably enters wounds and 
abrasions. 


Heredity 


Leprosy may occasionally be con- 
veyed through the blood of the fetus 
although Dr. Wilson says that the 
youngest child in whom he has ever 
seen leprosy was six months old. *‘If her 
father had spit in her face, should she 
not be ashamed for seven days.” So 
God said to Moses when he prayed 
that Miriam be healed of leprosy. 
Miriam had criticised her brother and 
for this quarrel she was stricken with 
this dreadful disease. From then on 
until the present time leprosy has been 
looked upon as the most detestable 
of all diseases. Yet the worst aspect of 
the disease in many of the milder cases 
is that the unfortunate is an outcast 
from society forced to room in isola- 
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tion, or in more civilized countries 
relegated to some leper colony where 
he has only the company of other un- 
fortunates of his kind. 

Father Damien and his solitary 
life among the lepers of Molokoi is a 
historical example of heroic self-sacri- 
fice. Yet in Father Damien’s time the 
treatment of leprosy was in its primi- 
tive state and the value of occupa- 
tional therapy and sanitation was not 
appreciated. 


Historical 


We think of leprosy as an oriental 
disease, yet as late as the 13th century 
every third person in England was a 
leper. The mass of the people lived 
in huts and hovels. They were illiterate 
and the houses were damp and un- 
sanitary. Except for a few months in 
summer when a few of the young men 
swam in the lakes and streams, baths 
were unheard of. And not only in 
England did such conditions prevail. 
Great Britain, the continent, the ori- 
ent, and in fact most of the then known 
world, knew little and cared less for 
sanitation. In the 12th century leprosy 
abounded in Italy. 

However, it is in Egypt about the 
15th century before Christ that we 
first begin to hear of leprosy and Egypt 
is regarded by the ancients as the 
country from which the disease first 
came. At least, so said Lucretius, 
*‘When the Hebrews came out of Egypt 
they brought leprosy with them.” It 
was one of the lesser of the evils which 
they acquired when they transgressed 
their God-given laws in their intimate 
contact with their heathen neighbors. 
Leviticus 1-3 gives an outline of lep- 
rosy and tells how to distinguish it from 
other diseases. 

Probably the inherent virulency of 
leprosy has been greatly modified since 
the days of Moses. It would seem the 
Anglo-Saxon has acquired much im- 
munity, yet much is due to improved 
sanitation, environment and preventa- 
tive medicine. In the time of Christ the 
leper in Palestine was an unclean out- 
cast who was driven from place to 
place, living in caverns and rocks. 

When Christ cleansed the leper, cer- 


tainly it was a sign and a symbol, for it 
is through the light of Christianity that 
freedom has come into the world per- 
mitting science to conquer disease. 
The truth that has made men free has 
indeed made man his brother’s keeper. 

So now we find leper missions in 16 
or more sections of Africa, in 15 or 
more sections of Asia, in Europe, in 
the far Pacific Islands and in North 
and South America; in fact, in every 
section of our known world. Only the 
Lord knows how much misery has 
been alleviated through the work done 
through Christian missions in leprosy 
alone. 

There are 20,000 lepers in Korea, 
which is like a thumb of Asia, a penin- 
sula extending south into the China 
Sea and the Strait of Korea. The 
Koreans are a kindly, childlike race 
and their country, called by the na- 
tives, “the Land of Morning Splen- 
dor,”’ has sometimes been termed the 
bread basket of Japan and is poten- 
tially a land of great resources. Its 
population is about 17,000,000 and the 
climate is similar to that of the Caro- 
linas and Virginia. Since 1910 Korea 
has been an integral part of the Japa- 
nese Empire. Kwanju, where Dr. Rob- 
ert Manton Wilson first established a 
mission, has a climate not unlike the 
doctor’s native state of Arkansas. Dr. 
Wilson reports that approximately 8,- 
ooo of the total number of lepers were 
housed in the four colonies of the 
Southern Presbyterian Church estab- 
lished there. Dr. Wilson has given more 
than 30 years of his life to mission 
work in Korea and he writes that our 
mission hospitals have been stripped 
of equipment and our leper colonies 
plundered, the lepers who were living 
in peace and security driven forth to 
wander like babies all over the land. 
The doctor, who had given so much 
of his life to teaching the Christian 
doctrines and establishing churches 
and missions, was compelled to remain 
in the United States after Pearl Har- 
bor while the Japs devastated the land 
of Chosen. Last year under the aus- 
pices of the United States government 
he returned to Korea to gather his 
charges, whom the Japanese had de- 
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moralized and scattered, to the hos- 
pitals, the homes and settlement he had 
helped them build. 

He says, ““The Japs forcing idolatry 
and emperor worship upon Korea set 
them back about as I found them in 
1908 when I first arrived. I never saw 
such idolatry and spirit worship as 
today. Korea has gone back and they 
are in turmoil, with Russia sitting back 
to take over the day our army moves 
out. Our boys are sick of the job and 
want to get home tomorrow.” Dr. 
Wilson, director of all leper work in 
Korea, is with the United States Army 
and today has 6,635 lepers under his 
care and more being assembled every 
day. ““Tomorrow a ship brings in 130 
more cases,’ he writes. “During the 
Japanese occupation starvation and 
bad care increased the number. The 
Japs allowed about one-fourth rations 
and much of this was pig food and bean 
cake intended to be used for fertilizer, 
because of which the death rate among 
the lepers has more than doubled.” 
Leaving the lepers to the tender mercies 
of the Japs was in the words of Dr. 
Wilson, “Like leaving little children, 
hardly able to walk alone, helpless and 
despised by their surrounding coun- 
trymen, outcasts from society.” To 
get them back in the colonies presents 
a real problem in isolation, which the 
doctor is undertaking. In past years 
the doctor cared for his lepers and es- 
tablished them in self-supporting colo- 
nies, administered to their medical, 
surgical and spiritual needs. 

In his words, “I enjoyed visiting 
their churches to encourage the peo- 
ple, search out tubercular cases, and 
on one occasion my traveling com- 
panion and I extracted 999 teeth, and 
all without an anesthetic. They seem 
to endure pain better than Americans; 
perhaps they are more accustomed to 
a” 

It is not surprising to find men of 
Israel fulfilling the Lord’s covenant, 
bringing physical and spiritual com- 
fort to the heathen in far lands be- 
yond the western seas. 

The Lord so ordained in the days of 
Abraham, Isaac and Jacob. Where the 
light has shone in dark places for 
many generations, but has been 
dimmed by the evil ordinances of men, 
it would seem that today recovery is 
slower than in lands that have never 
enjoyed the full benefits of modern 
civilization. Before the second world 
war missionaries had been heard to 
remark that out of the midst of the 
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erstwhile heathen many a Christian 
convert could be found worthy to 
carry a purer version of Christianity 
back to the lands from whence he 
came. It was thus in Korea. On the 
southeastern coast, at Sooncheen, a 
leper colony was established which was 
in many ways a model communal col- 
ony in the finest sense of Christ’s 
doctrine. But it was not one denomina- 
tion alone that did outstanding mis- 
sionary work in Korea among the 
lepers and other sick and despairing 
natives. It is only that this treatise is 
concerned mostly with the data I have 
at hand of one particular mission. 
Many denominations, however, 
worked in harmony. 

Recently in this country there oc- 
curred a rather sensational case of an 
army officer whose wife contracted 
leprosy in a Japanese prison camp. It 
was then for the first time that it was 
brought to the attention of many 
people that leprosy is in fact a very 
mildly contagious disease. In the 30 
years of Dr. Wilson’s work in Korea, 
where he was associated with a great 
many American and European co- 
workers, he reports no case of leprosy 
having been contracted by those 
among his colleagues in daily contact 
with the lepers. 

The colony at Sooncheen was es- 
tablished many years after the primary 
center of the work at Kwanju in the 
interior. The doctor says, ““There are 
66 pretty stone buildings that adorn 
our colony at Sooncheen and I am 
very proud of the fact that the lepers 
quarried the stone and constructed 
these buildings. There are 20 cottages 
for men, 20 for women, and 20 for 
other institutional work. Thank God 


for providing the colony site — one 
of the most beautiful spots of the 
earth.” 

Certain special things are of great 
importance in the treatment of leprosy: 
1) Good diet of foods rich in vitamins. 
It is found that leprosy mostly occurs 
in the vicinity of poor sanitation where 
there is a decided vitamin deficiency 
in foods. 2) Regular habits and cheer- 
ful environment with opportunity for 
interesting and gainful employment. 
3) The Chinese have used Chaulmoo- 
gra oil made from a tree similar to the 
Eucalyptus. However, the crude oil is 
a nauseating remedy, poorly tolerated 
by many. It remained, then, for the 
educated technicians to produce a 
refined extract that can be used for 
injection. This extract cures many 
incipient cases and corrects most of the 
advanced cases. 

It is the knowledge of Jesus Christ 
combined with the science of modern 
medicine, as given the lepers by our 
missionary men of modern Israel, that 
has been so gloriously helpful to the 
outcast lepers of Korea. Under Mac- 
Arthur we see that the Japanese are 
being given a practical demonstration 
of the value of applied Christian gov- 
ernment. Dr. Wilson in his work in 
Korea received much moral and ma- 
terial support from the emperor and 
was decorated twice for his work. But 
when the military clique gained con- 
trol of the government they demoral- 
ized Japan and darkened the light that 
might have grown brighter. Korea, 
today turned back a hundred years 
by the evil rule of the war lords, is in 
dire need of the help of Israel to re-

oned Jeremiah because of the 

prophecies he had uttered against 
Judah, Jerusalem and the King. The 
armies of the King of Babylon had be- 
gun to lay siege to Jerusalem at the 
time Jeremiah was put in prison. This 
was the tenth year of Zedekiah’s reign 
and the eighteenth year of the reign of 
Nebuchadnezzar. It was the year 3415 
A.M., dating from Adam, or 581 B.c. 

Zedekiah was very much disturbed 
by the utterances of Jeremiah who 
had prophesied: 

‘Thus saith the Lord, Behold, I will give 
this city into the hand of the king of Baby- 
lon, and he shall take it; And Zedekiah 
king of Judah shall not escape out of the 
hand of the Chaldeans, but shall surely be 
delivered into the hand of the king of 
Babylon, and shall speak with him mouth 
to mouth, and his eyes shall behold his 
eyes; And he shall lead Zedekiah to Baby- 
lon, and there shall he be until I visit him, 
saith the Lord: though ye fight with the 
Chaldeans, ye shall not prosper.” (Jer. 
32: 3-5.) 

Ezekiel had also prophesied the 
course of Zedekiah’s life, declaring he 
would not see Babylon (Ez. 12: 13). 
Both Jeremiah and Ezekiel told the 
truth for Zedekiah did see the King of 
Babylon at Ribbah but his eyes were 
put out before he arrived in Babylon 
so that, although he was carried (led) 
there, he never saw the city. 


The Field at Anathoth 


The word of the Lord came to 
Jeremiah saying that Hanameel, the 
son of Shallum, his uncle, would come 
to him asking the prophet to purchase 
the farm at Anathoth, for the right of 
redemption belonged to Jeremiah. 

Under the law of the Lord an estate 
can never be alienated.* If, however, 
because of reverses or poverty, or for 
any other reason, a man wishes to dis- 
pose of his holdings, he must offer it to

the next of kin. Even though he may 
have sold it to another, and the kins- 
man is absent at the time, upon his 
return the kinsman can claim the land 
at its value. This is called the right of 
the kinsman (Lev. 25: 25). 


The Title Deeds 


Hanameel, the son of Jeremiah’s 
uncle, came to the prophet in the 
court of the prison, and asked him if he 
would purchase the farm at Anathoth 
which was in the district of Benjamin. 
The prophet knew this was of the Lord 
so he agreed to buy the place and 
weighed out the money, seventeen 
shekels of silver. Jeremiah declared: 


“Then I signed the deed and sealed it, 
and the witnesses witnessed it, and I 
counted out the money in their hearing. I 
then took the sealed Deed of Purchase, 
with its laws and conditions, and the deed 
of possession, and gave the Deed of Pur- 
chase to Baruk-ben-Nediah-ben-Maksiah 
in the presence of Hanamul [Hanameel] 
my cousin, and in the presence of the wit- 
nesses who had signed the Deed of Pur- 
chase, in the presence of all the Jews de- 
tained in the courtyard, and instructed 
Baruk in their presence, saying: ‘““Thus says 
the Lord of Hosts; the God of Israel, “Take 
these deeds, this Deed of Purchase with its 
seals, and the Deed of Possession, and put 
them in an earthenware jar, so that they 
may be preserved for a long time.’ ” (Jer. 


32: 10-14, F.F. Trans.) 


Ferrar Fenton has the following foot- 
note accompanying the above verses 
referring to this transaction: 

“The reader should remember that in 
Jeremiah’s day deeds and writings were 
made on stone, slates, or clay tablets, after- 
wards baked, and so not as liable to decay 
as paper is.” 

The transaction completed, Jere- 
miah prophesied: 

**Thus saith the Lord of hosts, the God 


of Israel; Houses and fields and vineyards 
shall be possessed again in this land.” 


(Jer. 32: 15.) 
Purchase Significant 
This notable transaction is recorded 


here for it has a prophetic significance 
and will yet contribute to the glory of 
God and to the identification of Israel 
and their right to the land of promise. 
These deeds, one sealed and one un- 
sealed, were given by Jeremiah to 
Baruch, his scribe, for burial in an 
earthen vessel, the prophet expressly 
stating that in later generations the 
“heirs” (latter-day Israel) would re- 
cover them. These precautions taken 
by Jeremiah regarding the actuality 
and the legality of the transaction im- 
ply that these documents will one day 
bear witness in behalf of the rightful 
heirs to their legal right to the inheri- 
tance which was purchased by Jere- 
miah. 

The transaction required the exer- 
cise of implicit faith in God on the 
part of Jeremiah. He was an old man 
and the enemy was already encamped 
on the very parcel of land he was to 
purchase. But recognizing the signifi- 
cance of this purchase as it would af- 
fect the future, Jeremiah prayed: 

**Ah Lord God! behold, thou hast made 
the heaven and the earth by thy great 
power and stretched out arm, and there is 
nothing too hard for thee.” (Jer. 32: 17.) 


Humanly speaking, the transaction 
appeared to be a hopeless waste of 
time, for how could this land ever 
again be inhabited by God’s people? 
Was it possible for peaceful transac- 
tions and commerce to be carried on 
again by His people in the land of 
Palestine? These were the questions 
troubling Jeremiah; yet God promised 
houses and that the land would be 
possessed again in this very place. In 
the face of the seemingly insurmount- 
able obstacles, nevertheless, which 
made the situation apparently hope- 
less, the prophet recognized that noth- 
ing is too hard for God to perform and 
he acknowledged that none of God’s 
promises would fail. 


The Mighty God 


The prophet speaks of the loving- 
kindness of God and declares He will 
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repay the iniquity of those who sin. He 
refers to the Lord as the Mighty God, 
affirms that His name is the Lord of 
Hosts; that is, the Lord of Battles, and 
declares He is: 

“Great in counsel, and mighty in work: 
for thine eyes are open upon all the ways of 
the sons of men: to give every one accord- 
ing to his ways, and according to the fruit 
of his doings.” (Jer. 32: 19.) 


Sign and a Witness 


The prophet referred to certain signs 
and wonders in the land of Egypt 
which existed in his day: 

“Which hath set signs and wonders in 
the land of Egypt, even unto this day.” 
(Jer. 32: 20.) 

What were those signs and wonders 
in the land of Egypt of which Jere- 
miah was speaking? Can it be that 
Jeremiah was fully aware of the sig- 
nificance of the Great Pyramid (as well 
as the Sphinx) which, according to 
Isaiah, would in the last days become 
a witness to His people: 

“In that day shall there be an altar to 
the Lord in the midst of the land of Egypt, 
and a pillar at the border thereof to the 
Lord. And it shall be for a sign and for a 
witness unto the Lord of hosts in the land 
of Egypt.” (Isa. 19: 19-20.) 

Today, in the land of Egypt the two 
witnesses stand, the Great Pyramid 
and the Sphinx, which were evidently 
not only known to Isaiah but to Jere- 
miah as well. The facts concerning 
these witnesses are a separate story and 
an outline of that which is told by the 
Great Pyramid can be found in The 
Challenge of the Great Pyramid*, This 
witness is the Bible in stone and sub- 
stantiates the story the Bible tells, giv- 
ing interesting and significant chrono- 
logical evidence concerning the times 
and seasons in which we live. The 
Sphinx is no less important and its 
story is revealed in part in The Witness 
of the Stars**. 


A Disobedient People 


The prophet declares God brought 
His people out of the land of Egypt 
with signs and wonders and gave them 
the land which He had sworn to their 
fathers He would give to them, a land 
flowing with milk and honey. Though 
they had possessed this land for many 
years Israel had failed to obey Him and

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walk in accordance with His laws. 
How could Jeremiah state that the 
people had done nothing at all which 
the Lord had commanded them when 
many individuals among them had 
obeyed God and kept His laws? He 
could make this declaration because 
the prophet was not referring to the 
individual but to national failure to 
observe and administer the law of the 
Lord as the law of the land. As a na- 
tion Israel had refused to do all this 
and Jeremiah condemned the nation, 
declaring that for this reason all the 
evil which they were experiencing had 
come upon them. 


A Questioning Prophet 


At the very time Jeremiah was speak- 
ing the engines of war were casting their 
shots against the city and the earthen 
mounds were being raised to enable 
the assailants to shoot their arrows and 
throw their stones over its walls. Jeru- 
salem was being besieged by the 
Chaldeans when God commanded the 
prophet to purchase the farm and so 
he says: 

“Here are the siege-mounds for storming 
the city, and under the sword, the famine, 
and the pestilence, the city is sure to fall 
into the hands of the Chaldean besiegers! 
Thy threat has been fulfilled, as thou seest. 
And it was thou, O Lord Eternal, who 
didst tell me to buy the land for money: I 
had the deeds written and sealed and wit- 
nessed, and here is the city falling into the 
hands of the Chaldeans!” (Jer. 32: 24-25 
Moffatt Trans.) 


Why should God command Jere- 
miah to buy a farm in a land that was 
about to be taken over by the enemy? 
This was a natural question for the 
prophet to ask. But the word of the 
Lord came to Jeremiah saying: 

“Behold, I am the Lord, the God of all 
flesh: Is there anything too hard for me?” 
(Jer. 32: 27.) 


God’s Challenge 


God thus challenges all those who 
question His ability to bring to pass all 
which He has spoken. Not only did the 
Lord confirm the fact that the city 
was to be captured by Nebuchad- 
nezzar, King of Babylon, but He also 
stated that it would be burned with 
fire and all the houses destroyed. The 
reason given was because the people 
had offered incense to Baal upon the 
roofs of their houses and poured out 
drink-offerings to other Gods, dis- 
honoring Jehovah, the God of Israel: 


“For the children of Israel and the chil- 
dren of Judah have only done evil before 
me from their youth [i.c., from the time 
they had become a nation at Mount Sinai]: 
for the children of Israel have only pro- 
voked me to anger with the work of their 
hands, saith the Lord.” (Jer. 32: 30.) 


The Lord said of Jerusalem: 


“For this city hath been to me as a provo- 
cation of mine anger and of my fury from 
the day that they built it even unto this 
day; that I should remove it from before 
my face, Because of all the evil of the chil- 
dren of Israel, and of the children of Judah, 
which they have done to provoke me to 
anger, they, their kings, their princes, their 
priests, and their prophets, and the men of 
Judah, and the inhabitants of Jerusalem.” 
(Jer. 32: 31-32.) 

Though the Lord declared He had 
taught His people the right way, yet 
they had turned their backs to Him 
and refused to pay any attention to 
His instructions. They would not listen 
or be subject to His corrections. The 
people had gone so far in their idola- 
trous worship that they had set up 
idols in the court of the Temple, thus 
indicating a hopelessly depraved spir- 
itual condition. 


The Blessing to Come 


Yet, though all the evil of which 
Jeremiah was speaking was to come 
upon his generation because of their 
sins, and the city itself was doomed to 
destruction, the Lord pointed to a 
time to come when He will surely bless 
His people: 

“Behold, I will gather them out of all 
countries, whither I have driven them in 
mine anger, and in my fury, and in great 
wrath; and I will bring them again unto 
this place, and I will cause them to dwell 
safely: And they shall be my people, and 
I will be their God: And I will give them 
one heart, and one way, that they may fear 
me for ever, for the good of them, and of 
their children after them: And I will make 
an everlasting covenant with them, that I 
will not turn away from them, to do them 
good; but I will put my fear in their hearts, 
that they shall not depart from me.” 


(Jer. 32: 37-40.) 
Day of Fulfillment 


Here is a description of God’s people 
in the latter days under the terms and 
blessings of the New Covenant. Israel 
will have then turned to the Lord with 
all their hearts and will be serving Him 
and keeping His commandments, stat- 
utes and judgments. The Lord in- 
formed the Prophet that just as He had 
brought all the evil upon the people in 
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Jeremiah’s time, so will He bring good 
to them at a future time. In that day 
the prophecy that men will buy fields 
again in the land of Judea will be 
fulfilled: 


“Men shall buy fields for money, and 
subscribe evidences, and seal them, and 
take witnesses in the land of Benjamin, and 
in the places about Jerusalem, and in the 
cities of Judah, and in the cities of the 
mountains, and in the cities of the valley, 
and in the cities of the south: for I will 
cause their captivity to return, saith the 
Lord.” (Jer. 32: 44.) 


Already in Palestine we are witness- 
ing the beginning of the fulfillment of 
this promise, even though at present 
the land is afflicted with trouble. The 
House of Israel is now in possession of 
their ancient home land, though for 
the time being the turmoil and trou- 
ble caused by the national, but un- 
scriptural, aspirations of the Jews is 
preventing the fullness of the realiza- 
tion of the blessings. But these blessings 
will yet be enjoyed to the full by 
Israel, following the complete settle- 
ment of the Jewish question. This will 
be made possible when His people 
awaken to their origin, identity and 
responsibility. 


A Critical Time 


Jeremiah was living in a most criti- 
cal time, for the House of Israel had 
already been carried away into Assy- 
rian captivity and the House of Judah 
was about to be taken away to Baby- 
lon. Also, insofar as a ruler of the line 
of David was concerned, there was to 
be no man sitting upon his throne 
ruling any more over the House of 
Judah in Jerusalem. The prophet 
could not help but be tremendously 
concerned for the future of the King- 
dom and the House of David. 

The word of the Lord came to Jere- 
miah while he was still in prison and 
His admonition to the prophet made 
it clear that He who is able to promise 
is also able to fulfill His promises. 
Jeremiah was told by the Lord to ask 
of Him and he would show him great 
events and reveal things to come. 

This is a definite rebuke for all those 
theologians who discount prophecy 
and refuse to believe the prophetic 
declarations of the prophets concern- 
ing the future. Because of their unbe- 
lief God has sent them a strong delu- 
sion and they believe a lie for, having 
failed to come to Him who can reveal 
the future, the prophetic word is a 
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closed book and they are unable to 
understand it. But the Spirit of God 
does reveal to men of God the marvel- 
ous fulfillment of coming events to 
which the prophets referred: 


“For the prophecy came not in old time 
by the will of man: but holy men of God 
spake as they were moved by the Holy 
Ghost.” (II Peter 1: 21.) 


Revealing Things to Come 


Jeremiah was informed that the 
houses of Jerusalem and the Royal 
palaces had been broken up that the 
material might be used to build barri- 
cades against the coming attack by the 
Chaldeans. He prophesied that these 
places of defense would be filled with 
the corpses of the slain of the city. 
God’s favor had been withdrawn be- 
cause of the wickedness of the inhabi- 
tants of Jerusalem and they were to be 
given to the slaughter. 

But God looks down the ages to the 
end of the period of chastisement when 
both Israel and Judah will again be 
restored to God’s favor. At that time 
the wounds of the city will be healed 
and God will give its citizens a rich 
and enduring peace. Both Israel and 
Judah are to be cleansed from the guilt 
of their sins against Jehovah and 
Jerusalem will be known as a city of 
praise among the nations who will be 
tremendously stirred by the prosperity 
and peace God will confer upon Jeru- 
salem. This will occur when the follow- 
ing has been completely fulfilled: 


“For Zion’s sake will I not hold my 
peace, and for Jerusalem’s sake I will not 
rest, until the righteousness thereof go forth 
as brightness, and the salvation thereof as 
a lamp that burneth. And the Gentiles shall 
see thy righteousness, and all kings thy 
glory: and thou shalt be called by a new 
name, which the mouth of the Lord shall 
name.” (Isa. 62: 1-2.) 


It will be the day when the Kingdom 
of our Lord shall be established over 
all nations and: 


“‘Many nations shall come, and say, 
Come, and let us go up to the mountain of 
the Lord, and to the house of the God of 
Jacob; and he will teach us of his ways, and 
we will walk in his paths: for the law shall 
go forth of Zion, and the word of the Lord 
from Jerusalem.” (Micah 4: 2.) 


Though Jeremiah was living in the 
midst of the siege of Jerusalem, and the 
city would soon be taken and the sur- 
vivors of the siege led away captive, 
God encouraged the Prophet with the 
following prophecy regarding the fu- 


ture of His people and the city o 
Jerusalem: 


‘Thus saith the Lord; Again there shall 
be heard in this place, which ye say shall 
be desolate without man and without 
beast, even in the cities of Judah, and in 
the streets of Jerusalem, that are desolate, 
without men, and without inhabitant, and 
without beast, The voice of joy and the 
voice of gladness; the voice of the bride- 
groom, and the voice of the bride, the 
voice of them that shall say, Praise the 
Lord of hosts: for the Lord is good; for his 
mercy endureth for ever.” (Jer. 33: 10-11.) 


Restoration Promised 


Continuing with this message of en- 
couragement to Jeremiah the Lord 
promised that men will return to the 
land, cities will be built and inhabited, 
while shepherds will attend their flocks 
which will lie down in security in the 
fields of Palestine once more. This will 
be in the day when God carries out 
His gracious purposes concerning the 
House of Israel and the House of 
Judah. And so: 


“In those days, and at that time, will I 
cause the Branch of righteousness to grow 
up unto David; and he shall execute judg- 
ment and righteousness in the land.” 
(Jer. 33: 15.) 

This looks forward to the coming of 
the Lord when He shall take over the 
Throne of His father David and reign 
over the House of Jacob for ever. Isaiah 
was prophesying of the wisdom and 
righteousness of His administration 
when he said: 


‘And the spirit of the Lord shall rest 
upon him, the spirit of wisdom and under- 
standing, the spirit of counsel and might, 
the spirit of knowledge and of the fear of 
the Lord . . . With righteousness shall he 
judge the poor, and reprove with equity 
for the meek of the earth.” (Isa. 11: 2 & 4.) 

It must not be overlooked that from 
the very inception of the Kingdom at 
Mount Sinai it was destined to grow 
until a reign of peace under the benev- 
olent rule of its King would be finally 
established throughout the earth. Thus 
Isaiah could prophesy: 


““Of the increase of his government and 
peace there shall be no end, upon the 
Throne of David, and upon his kingdom, 
to order it, and to establish it with judg- 
ment and with justice from henceforth 
even for ever. The zeal of the Lord of hosts 
will perform this.” (Isa. 9: 7.) 


David’s Posterity 


There is an important factor in- 
volved in this promise. Unless the 
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Davidic throne is established in per- 
petuity and his kingdom continued 
without a break this promise, made 
through the prophet Isaiah, could not 
possibly be fulfilled. Humanly speak- 
ing, the existence of the throne was 
about to cease as Jeremiah watched 
events and saw the Chaldeans building 
their mounds in preparation for the 
taking of Jerusalem. Zedekiah was to 
be taken captive and his sons slain. 
How, then, was the line of David to be 
continued that Isaiah’s prophecy might 
be fulfilled? In this dark hour in the 
history of the House of David the Lord 
spoke to Jeremiah: 

“For thus saith the Lord; David shall 
never want a man to sit upon the throne of 
the house of Israel.” (Jer. 33: 17.) 


Moffatt translates this: 

“For this is the Eternal’s promise: A 
Davidic king shall never be lacking to sit 
upon the throne of Israel.” 


Because of disbelief on the part of 
theologians and their ignorance of a 
law in Israel, church leaders have for 
the most part completely failed to 
recognize that with the death of the 
sons of Zedekiah the inheritance passed 
to a daughter who became the heir 
apparent to the Throne of David. This 
was in accordance with the following 
judgment rendered by God at the re- 
quest of Moses in behalf of the daugh- 
ters of Zelophehad: 


“‘And thou shalt speak unto the children 
of Israel, saying, If a man die, and have no 
son, then ye shall cause his inheritance to 
pass unto his daughter.”” (Num. 27: 8.) 


Zedekiah’s Heir 


With the death of Zedekiah’s sons 
the inheritance of the Throne of David 
passed to his daughter under this law. 
The fact that the Lord declared the 
perpetuity of the Throne of David and 
its continuation over the House of 
Israel — not Judah — immediately 
raises a question. Where did Zedekiah’s 
daughter go when she left Palestine? 
To what place did she eventually come 
where the Davidic rule could be con- 
tinued uninterrupted, although over 
the House of Israel instead of the 
House of Judah? Later we shall follow 
the fortunes of Jeremiah as he jour- 
nied to the appointed place where he 
was able to fulfill the latter half of his 
mission — to build and to plant. A 
large part of the planting had to do 
with establishing in perpetuity the 
House and Throne of David that 
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David might never lack a man to reign 
over the House of Israel. For this rea- 
son the King’s daughter became the 
special ward of the prophet. 


A False Deduction 


Theological commentators, failing 
to see the earthly continuity of the 
House of David ruling over the King- 
dom, have declared that the promise 
God made to Jeremiah that David 
would never lack a man to rule upon 
the Throne of Israel is fulfilled in 
Jesus Christ who now sits upon the 
throne of the universe waiting until 
His enemies are made His footstool. 

How illogical such a position can be 
becomes apparent to anyone who will 
give this question a little serious, Bib- 
lical consideration. Jesus Christ is not 
sitting upon a universal throne for He 
does not assume that royal position 
until He returns to take over the 
Throne in His Kingdom, at which 
time, according to the Angel in the 
annunciation to Mary, He will ascend 
the Throne of His father David and 
reign over the House of Jacob for ever. 
Men who say that over five hundred 
years after God spoke to Jeremiah the 
requirements of the prophecies were 
fulfilled in the birth of Jesus Christ, 
who never became king at that time, 
manifest, to say the least, a ‘mind 
incapable of weighing evidence. And 
to add to all this the declaration that 
He is sitting upon a universal throne in 
fulfillment of these prophecies, which 
state definitely that the kings of David’s 
line would sit upon a throne ruling 
over the House of Israel, shows to what 
lengths unreasoning theologians will 
go who do not believe the truth. The 
men of David’s line are to sit upon the 
Throne of David which is to be estab- 
lished over the House of Israel accord- 
ing to the promise. This has reference 
to the continuity of the earthly Throne 
over the Kingdom with a man of the 
lineage of David sitting upon it. 


The Priests, The Levites 


Along with that promise is the 
declaration: 


“Neither shall the priests the Levites 
want a man before me to offer burn- 
offerings, and to kindle meat-offerings, and 
to do sacrifice continually.” (Jer. 33: 18.) 


Are these Levites also functioning in 
some far off universal kingdom? This 
is a legitimate question for the Levites 
were the administrators of the require- 
ments of the law in the Kingdom and 


also waited upon the Throne to carry 
out the instructions of the King. They 
were the tax collectors, the doctors, 
lawyers and constituted all those who 
had charge of the affairs of state. If the 
King of the line of David is now upon 
a universal throne, the Levites must 
also be there ministering to His needs. 
This alone demonstrates the foolish- 
ness of the type of reasoning that tries 
to place Jesus Christ upon a throne 
that was to be occupied by earthly 
rulers of the line of David. 

If Jeremiah had referred to the 
Aaronic Priesthood instead of the 
Levitical order he would have intro- 
duced confusion in the text, for the 
Aaronic order offered only temple 
sacrifices. The Levitical order rendered 
sacrificial service in the Kingdom. 
The burnt offerings and the meat 
offerings prepared by this order of 
priesthood had to do with preparing 
and inspecting the meat consumed as 
food by the people. Today this office is 
being carried out in the official inspec- 
tion and governmental approval of the 
meat supplied to the people. 


Certainty of the Covenant 


God not only confirms the perpe- 
tuity of the Kingdom by referring to 
the ordinances of heaven but also to 
the continuity of the Davidic throne 
in the same way. 


“Thus saith the Lord; If ye can break 
my covenant of the day, and my covenant 
of the night, and that there should not be 
day and night in their season: Then may 
also my covenant be broken with David 
my servant, that he should not have a son 
to reign upon his throne; and with the 
Levites the priests, my ministers. As the 
host of heaven cannot be numbered, nei- 
ther the sand of the sea measured: so will I 
multiply the seed of David my servant, and 
the Levites that minister unto me.” (Jer. 
33: 20-22.) 


Established in Perpetuity 


If there were no other reason than 
this declaration on which to base our 
faith in the continued existence of the 
Throne of David, with a man some- 
where upon the earth today reigning 
on that Throne over some portion of 
the House of Israel, this declaration by 
God to Jeremiah would be sufficient 
evidence to sustain our belief. ‘The man 
of God will accept this confirmation 
of God’s promise as a fact, knowing it 
to be true, and await the revelation of 
time which he knows will certainly 
substantiate his faith.

The original covenant God made 
with David was: 


*‘And thine house and thy kingdom shall 
be established for ever before thee: thy 
throne shall be established for ever.”’ (II 
Sam. 7: 16.) 


God has promised three uncondi- 
tional things to David: , 


1st) The continuity of David’s 
House. 

2nd) The endurance of his Kingdom. 

3rd) The perpetuity of his Throne. 


God confirmed the certainty of this 
covenant which he made with David 
as set forth in the Psalm: 


“I have made a covenant with my 
chosen, I have sworn unto David my 
servant, Thy seed will I establish for ever, 
and build up thy throne to all generations 
. . » [have found David my servant; with 
my holy oil have I anointed him . . . My 
mercy will I keep for him for evermore, 
and my covenant shall stand fast with 
him. His seed also will I make to endure 
for ever, and his throne as the days of 
heaven. If his children forsake my law, and 
walk not in my judgments; If they break 
my statutes, and keep not my command- 
ments; Then will I visit their transgression 
with the rod, and their iniquity with 
stripes. Nevertheless my lovingkindness 
will I not utterly take from him, nor suffer 
my faithfulness to fail. My covenant will I 
not break, nor alter the thing that is gone 
out of my lips. Once I have sworn by my 
holiness that I will not lie unto David. His 
seed shall endure for ever, and his throne 
as the sun before me. It shall be established 
for ever as the moon, and as a faithful wit- 
ness in heaven.” (Ps. 89: 3, 4, 20, 28-37.) 


Covenant with Day and Night 


Anyone who questions the continuity 
of David’s House, Kingdom and Throne 
manifest a refusal to believe God and 
brings into question His sworn word 
and the surety of the fulfillment of His 
covenants. God establishes the relia- 
bility of His covenant with David 
through Jeremiah by referring to His 
covenant with day and night. That 
covenant was: 


“While the earth remaineth, seedtime 
and harvest, and cold and heat, and sum- 
mer and winter, and day and night shall 
not cease.”” (Gen. 8: 22.) 


And so God declares: 


“If ye can break my covenant of the day, 
and my covenant of the night, and that 
there should not be day and night in their 
season; Then may also my covenant be 
broken with David my servant, that he 
should not have a son to reign upon his 
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throne; and with the Levites the priests, my 
ministers. As the host of heaven cannot be 
numbered, neither the sand of the sea 
measured: so will I multiply the seed of 
David my servant, and the Levites that 
minister unto me.” (Jer. 33: 20-22.) 


Disbelief Condemned 


The word of the Lord came to Jere- 
miah again and this time He con- 
demned all those who in Jeremiah’s 
day were declaring that God had cast 
off forever the two families (Israel and 
Judah) which He had chosen. This 
condemnation has a prophetic signifi- 
cance extending to the present time to 
include modern scholarship and that 
school of theological teaching which 
refuses to recognize the Scriptural 
teachings concerning the preservation 
of the House of Israel to this day, a 
people apart from the House of Judah 
or the Jews, and over whom reigns a 
man of the line of David. Because men 
refuse to recognize that the House of 
Israel is represented by nations in the 
world today, God declares they are 
despising His people. He confirms the 
certainty of fulfillment of His covenant 
in this crisis hour in the history of His 


people. The covenant is made with the 
seed of Abraham, Isaac and Jacob, 
and with His servant David, and He 
looks forward to the day of their 
deliverance from bondage: 


‘Thus saith the Lord; If my covenant be 
not with day and night, and if I have not 
appointed the ordinances of heaven and 
earth; Then will I cast away the seed of 
Jacob, and David my servant, so that I 
will not take any of his seed to be rulers 
over the seed of Abraham, Isaac, and 
Jacob: for I will cause their captivity to 
return, and have mercy on them.” (Jer. 
33: 25-26.) 


Here we have a double witness to 
His promise that He will keep his 
covenant with David. The continu- 
ity of David’s House, Kingdom and 
Throne are assured and today there 
is a man of the line of David ruling 
over the seed of Abraham, Isaac and 
Jacob in fulfillment of these promises. 
Only the blindness of unbelief on the 
part of the Christian world prevents 
many from seeing the truth and recog- 
nizing these great and wonderful facts 
which, when understood and believed, 
fully substantiate God’s Word. 


The Devil and John Q. 
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“Thou giveth thy mouth to el, and thy tongue frameth deceit.” 
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Wuat is the purpose back of the Soviet proposal for 
disarmament? When we recognize the Soviet tyranny and 
oppression established over those who were completely 
disarmed, and unable to defend their rights, the Psalmist’s 
reference to the workers of iniquity comes to mind: 

“Which speak peace to their neighbours, but mischief is in 
their hearts.” (Ps. 28: 3.) 

One conclusion only can be drawn from the history of 
Soviet aggression as her armies continue their occupation 
of one country after another, carrying on a systematic 
campaign of looting, violence and the killing of unde- 
fended and disarmed peoples. We have before us living 
examples of what becomes of the rights of people unable 
to defend their freedom and security as a practical demon- 
stration that there is “‘mischief in their hearts” when they 
propose disarmament. Does the Kremlin expect the 
Anglo-Saxon world to have confidence in their proposed 
disarmament program when we have such examples of 
evil aggression against the helpless? It can be said of the 
Soviets what David said of Abner, that he “‘shed the blood 
of war in peace,” for there is no peace for oppressed people 
under Soviet rule. 

Peace does not necessarily follow a program of disarma- 
ment for, even though all nations were completely dis- 
armed, this would not, in itself, produce peace. Tyranny 
and oppression would still be possible, carried on by those 
who would still be in control of the machinery for the 
enforcement of their edicts and rulings. Then, too, nations 
angered at the acts of another nation would soon find a 
means of vengeance in the preparation of secret weapons 
of destruction. This the Soviet leaders understand full well, 
but they are hoping that, by their disarmament proposal, 
the Anglo-Saxons will give up the one weapon which they 
fear most — the atomic bomb. In fact, the entire purpose 
back of the Soviet plea would seem to be the desire to have 
the weapon outlawed which interferes with the advance- 
ment of their plans for world conquest. From time to time 
reports have appeared indicating that Russia is working 
on secret weapons of war. In the proposal for disarmament, 
and the desire that we destroy our atomic weapons, there 
is nothing to indicate that the Soviets are committed to 
the destruction of any secret weapons they have perfected. 

It has been suggested that in order to make any program 
for disarmament effective strict supervision of the produc- 
tion processes in all nations will be necessary. ‘The very 
fact that such inspection is deemed necessary immediately 
discounts the good faith of the nations, and justly so, for 
already we have experiences upon which to draw our 
conclusions. Great Britain and the United States, attempt- 
ing to act in accordance with previous agreements, have 
been unable to enforce effective supervision over Russian- 
occupied Germany because of Soviet opposition. Just how 
could such supervision be effectively established over all 
Russia? The Kremlin is fully aware of this impossibility 
as long as they are in supreme command of all nations 
behind their iron curtain. They are speaking peace, but 
mischief is in their hearts. 

Isaiah sets forth the only effective basis upon which 
peace can be assured and it does not rest upon a program 
of disarmament. He maintains: 
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Peace, the Work of Righteousness 


“‘The works of righteousness shall be peace; and the effect of 
righteousness quietness and assurance for ever.” (Isa. 32: 17.) 


Here we have the crux of the entire peace program, and 
it is in “‘works of righteousness.”” Can anyone say that the 
leaders of the Soviet Union are demonstrating works of 
righteousness? Can men in truth and honesty defend the 
activities of the Soviets in such countries as Lithuania, 
Latvia and Estonia and declare their dealings with these 
small nations have been righteous? Peace may have come 
for many since the cessation of hostilities a year ago but 
there has been no peace for the peoples of these small but 
peace-loving nations. As the Honorable Petras Dauzvardis, 
Consul of Lithuania, pointed out in his letter published in 
Destiny for November, 1946, concerning Soviet promises: 


“Lithuania, Latvia and Estonia were forcibly occupied and 
are arbitrarily dominated by Soviet Russia, in violation of 
international law, and of treaties of peace and non-aggression 
entered into by and between Soviet Russia and the three Baltic 
States.”

It 
is only coming when we as a nation awaken to our God- 
given heritage and responsibility, for at that time God has 
declared: 


“And I will make with them a covenant of peace, and will 
cause the evil beasts to cease out of the land: and they shall dwell 
safely in the wilderness, and sleep in the woods. . . . And they 
shall no more be a prey to the heathen, neither shall the beast of 
the land devour them; but they shall dwell safely, and none shall 
make them afraid.” (Ez. 34: 25 & 28.) 


A day will come when disarmament will become an 
actual fact but it will not be until the nations turn to the 
Lord and to the House of the God of Jacob that they may be 
taught His ways and walk in His paths. Thereafter: 


“‘He shall judge among the nations, and shall rebuke many 
people: and they shall beat their swords into plowshares, and 
their spears into pruninghooks: nation shall not lift up sword 
against nation, neither shall they learn war any more.”
